“Excerpts” of speech by the former president of Venezuela, Dr Rafael Caldera, 
president of the World Interparliamentary Union, to the Council of State of 
the Republic of Nicaragua on 3 September 1980) 


[Text] "I want to say that the World Interparliamentary Union welcomed with 
unanimous joy the news of the liberation of Nicaragua, and I must add 
further that for my country, Venezuela, this event has been adopted as its 
own, a8 a victory equal to the victory won by the Venezuelan people, when 
after many humiliating experiences for our democratic awareness, they were 
able to win their freedom and establish a regime based on pluralism, 

respect for human rights and the will of the people, as the decisive factor 
in its orientation.” 


The Legacy of Sandino 


"I come here to hail the vcepresentatives of free Nicaragua, the representa- 
tives of Nicaragua who hold the figure of Augusto Cesar Sandino high as a 
symbol, the symbol of the struggle for independence and freedom. On 

reading Sandino's thought, one may differ with him in one or many respects, 
but it must be admitted that the basis of his concept was the impassioned 
struggle, the bold determination to do everything for the defense of one's 
fatherland, one's freedom, one's independence. In this thinking we find the 
central affirmation which says: ‘Nicaragua must not be the property of the 
imperialists and traitors and therefore | will struggle so long as my heart 
beats,’ or that other which says: ‘It is preferable for us to die as rebels 
rather than to live as slaves." And the fact of his sacrifice is the most 
palpable proof that these words were not empty, not a mere declamatory 
statement, not a demagogic assertion, but reflected the truth of a life." 


Faith in the Future of Nicaragua 


"I have talked at length with the president and the vice president of the 
Council of State, with the members of the government junta, and I have found 
a great depth of sincerity, a great desire for renewal, a great determination 








work, but above ali, a conviction, a full awareness of the great 
commitment which you all, all of the leaders participating in the decisions 
suidine the Lite of this nation, have made to the people of Nicaragua. 
jecause of the experience of my country, I am familiar with the dreams, the 
expectations which arise in the people of Nicaragua when after 40 years of 
dynastic government and history failing to respond to the true reality and 
substance of their real aspirations, they have decided that the time has 
come to correct popular Injustices, to obtain attention to their vast needs, 
to see that the efforts of all work together to lead them toward advancement 
consistent with the dignity and the rights of the people of Nicaragua in 
the concert of nations." 


The Pecullar:ities of Each Country 


"All countries have their own way of life, their own peculiarities and 
idiosyncracies, and it is not possible to transfer the experience, the way 
of life, the systems used, from one to another. But similarities are found 
in all the countries of the world, and in particular those which are linked 
by a single origin, unity of culture or history, and I am perfectly well 
aware of the difficulties which will have to be faced as the Nicaraguan 
people demand, with justification, that the fall of the long dynastic 
dictatorship shall mean a real and effective approach to the solution of 
their great problems and the satisfaction of their vast needs.” 


Praise for National Unity 


"This great example of national unity, which has in addition the responsible 
contribution from other sister nations, in an example which the Latin 
Americans should not forget, when it comes to rewinning the freedom which 
is as easily lost as it is difficult to re-establish, must have the contri- 
bution, the will, the support of many people representative of the whole 

of national life, of the compact will of a people. For otherwise, the 
efforts, however promising they may be, will be frustrated. The efforts, 
however generous and noble they may be, are condemned to come to nothing. 
And this is a great lesson Nicaragua has taught us, a great lesson which 

I hope will not be lost on our brothers to the south, in the countries which 
| think have been the most civilized in America and have been an example of 
institutional life and culture, but are today subject to regimes of force 
which violate all the principles, all the institutions, and attack all the 
basic values of human dignity and which think that they cannot be defeated, 
but will be when the day comes when the complex of civilian and military, 
workers and intellectuals, young and old, priests and peasants, those from 
all social sectors, businessmen and workers, contribute their share of what 
is needed no. only to achieve a new institutional and democratic life, but 
to build the foundations of a new society on a sulid and stable basis." 


Confidence in Pluralism 


"This struggle of yours commits you heavily, but I am certain that the 
leaders of the Nicaraguan people are equal to this commitment, that there 











is a capacity and will to carry this process forward, that there is the 
intelligence and willingness to understana, to interpret, to incorporate 
the desires of this society, and that the feeling of unity which led you 

to bring down this tyranny will prevail in achieving development within a 
system of human dignity, freedom and justice. I am sure that this pluralism 
which led each of you to respect the way of life and identity of the others 
in joining your common aspirations in an effort of solidarity will continue 
to guide the difficult and delicate steps you must take for the strengthen- 
ing of the regime, in the certainty that to the extent that you succeed in 
establishing for the Nicaraguan people a system of freedom and justice, 
based on human dignity, inspired by respect for ideological pluralism, 
active pluralism, with the necessary coordination of the efforts to serve 
the wiil of all, you will be making an invaluable contribution to the 
brotherly peoples, for you will be aiding them to strengthen their faith 

in the building of a better life." 


Nicaraguan Democracy 


"It is not for me to analyze the aspects which may lead to differences of 
opinion and views within Nicaraguan life. I believe that we all have the 
inescapable duty to be absolutely respectful of the sovereign right of each 
people to decide its fate. In Nicaraguan life, in the government leaders 
and the other political, economic and social sectors, I have encountered the 
concept that the Nicaraguan experience should not be oriented toward copying, 
translating or feverishly imitating the experience of any other people, that 
an effort is being made to seek your own path, your own formula within the 
great principles which inspire the aspirations of men toward freedom and 
justice. I know that when the word democracy is used it is done in full 
sincerity, not using the word as a pretext to be adapted to conventional 
situations or whimsical positions, but using certain words which represent 
high values of the human spirit in their full meaning, their full content, 
in all that they represent. And when there is talk of democracy it is 
because in truth a government of the people is wanted. It is because in 
truth the aspiration is to give the decisions about their basic affairs to 
the people, a will which naturally presumes an opportunity for the people 
to be fully informed about the various choices, a possibility guaranteed 
each individual to set forth his viewpoints and compare them with others 
within the requirements of the country, which are many, and the present 
circumstances of the country. One who observes these in good faith must 
come to the conclusion that it is not possible to ask that all problems be 
resolved immediately, and that all the new structures be built, much less 
that the old mechanisms which had some use in another era but which do not 
correspond to the present time be re-established.” 


The 1985 Elections 


"For example | have heard opinions about the problem of the electoral 
consultation, always controversial when a revolutionary government of a new 
and social sort is involved. I understand clearly that in a country which 











has spent more tha f eG dec a dynastic dictatorship which has gone 

to the extremes to which the Somoza regime went, a country which has just 
experienced a difficult and costly revolutionary war, which has seen much 
blood shed, which has seen many emotions run out of control, cannot immediate 
ly demand that everything be as if there were full normalcy. 1 must say, 
without getting into a matter which is not my affair, and in which | have 

no right to interfere, as to when would be the best time or opportunity to 
proceed with elections, that the fact that a law has been promulgated setting 
a date for the holding of elections, establishing an earlier date so that 

the electoral process can be pursued within the norms which the exercise of 
democracy would dictate, is something of immense value, determining a path 
and a direction. I! want to say that I have no reason to doubt the sincerity 
f the national reconstruction government when it indicated, not by a mere 
promise but by a legal text coming from its supreme junta, after consulta- 
tion with this Counctl of State, that its intention, its will, is to hold 

an election process in the time it deems desirable and necessary, through 
which the Nicaraguan people will decide on the timeliness of voicing their 
views in sovereign fashion about the direction of their destiny." 


The Role of the World I[nterparliamentary Union 


‘Within the Worid Interparliamentary Union, I am certain that the parlia- 
ment you elect on the date which has been established will be welcomed 

with great joy and profound esteem, and meanwhile, we will seek ways in 
which this Council of Stote, if it so desires, can participate in some way, 
if only as an observer, in this closer relationship undertaken by all the 
parliaments of the world. There are 86 countries, 88 parliamentary groups, 
88 very different parliaments represented in the World Parliamentary Union, 
ranging from parliaments which gave rise to the parliamentary life and 
system of Europe, such as those of the United Kingdom and Northern Ireland 
and the French Republic, or the Swiss parliament, to the parliaments very 
different in structure and basis of the socialist nations of Eastern Furope, 
the Soviet Union, or the Asian countries, or the African countries, each of 
which has its special form. Within the union we all engage in dialog and 
not in order to exchange courtesies and amiable phrases, but to discuss 

the most serious problems, to compare theses with a profound polemic content, 
but always with the idea that dialog must be maintained, that it would be 
catastrophic for mankind if an armed conflict were to develop, putting an 
end to all hopes and all the illusions of humanity, that it would be absurd 
to abandon the struggle tor peace, not simply as a lack of war, but as a 
situation allowing the harmonious coexistence of all, each nation with the 
right of sovereign decision for its own affairs and all committed to the gen- 
eral effort to create a better destiny for mankind. I bring you the 
affectionate and cordial greetings of the groups represented in the inter- 
parliamentary union. I bring you the greetings of che Latin American 
countries which have won and are defending their existence in freedom and 
democracy. In particular, | bring you greetings from my fatherland, 
Venezuela, which has such profound ties with your fatherland, Nicaragua."

Concerning the immeéuiate iuture, the university is trying to recover from 
the serious academic, economic and institutional crisis left by the fascist 
jictatorship. A number of measures are being taken like: restructuring 
the academic system; free access to the university, favoring the most op- 
pressed social sectors; the implementation of an annual as oppoged to a se- 
wester academic system; revision of study plans and programs based on the 
needs of nationai development; and implementation of university extension 
systems to permit teachers and students to join the popular movement as a 
group through their professional, academic and research activities. 


The progress achieved until now--in less than a year--contributes to the 
creation of @ new image of Bolivian University, interested in the major 
national problems and willing to offer solutions and alternatives, a uni- 
versity with national consensus, not vanguardism or academician. 


The consolidation of this national liberation project for Bolivian Univer- 
Sity will not be easy to achieve due to the problems of democratic and 
popular struggle in a country that is isolated in the U.S. “zone of influ- 
ence." The progress or regression of the university in relation to its 
people and its country are closely related to the victories or defeats of 
the Bolivian worker and popular movement as well as the international re- 
percussions of the capitalist conflicts and the fight for socialism in 
Latin America and the world.

(Text) Once more the topic of the "trends or changes or reforms" in the 
development of the »livian educational system is in style. 


ihe explanations and the bases presented to plan another new university 
lead to doubt concerning the near future. 


it would seem that all these projections, explicitly or implicitly, are 
the result of the deductions from social factors by “empirical” academic 
researchers. They are supported by experience in education rather than a 
profound Knowledge of the true "technology of education" or “educational 
administration" to solve the fundamental aspects of the educational 
Situation. 


The uncertainty becomes stronger as the universal cultural crisis 
intensifies, 


From the arguments stated, it can be deduced that the change that the uni- 
versity system could experience would have to purge the impurities that 
have separated the university from its identification as an “advanced 
house of study," plural in orientation and content. In other words, it 
would have to consider the structure itself of the university and not the 
current politicized universities that have lost their academic function. 


bolivian University is now “mired” because all the investigations on ad- 
vanced education lack a scientific focus in order to penetrate into the 
Bolivian university phenomenon. 


we cannot remain indifferent to the decisions that can seriously and dra- 
matically affect the destiny of our youth. We have the patriotic duty to 
present and direct a new social contract for the university based on ra- 
tionality with the desired image that leads to promising results. 
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tL i8 indiépengable to analyze Some deviations of recent reforms whose re- 
Sults have been more negative than positive. 


‘ne 1972 Reform. With 71 volumes of university reform, the terms for a 
radical university transformation died at birth from partisan political 
jistribution from the top to the bottom levels, It was done like plucking 


the petals of a daisy: "one for you and one for me." That distribution 
f rectorates, vice rectorates, dveaneries, oi fices and professorships has 
lestroyed an educa@liona@. system that could have had a better fate. 


‘hrough this political mechanism, the Bolivian University system was dir- 
ected by untrained people with more partisan credits than academic ones. 
his was the most serious mistake in the reformist restructuring. 


everyone understands that the university i8 @ potential threat to the poli- 
tical stability of a government through its social influence. This is the 
basic reason that the political parties have infiltrated the university. 
However, the real structural reform of this interference in reorganizing 
this top-level institution had nothing to do with the consolidation of 
parties. Under these conditions, the reform failed and the nepotistic po- 
litical advisers made a mistake. 


From the general balance of this reform, we would say that the university 
could never become a nat.onal enterprise. "University autonomy," the 
fighting banner of all student movements in university history, is applied 
differently, depending on the university regime which makes good or bad 
use of it. 


ther criticizable aspects of this and previous reforms are the lack of 
coordination and compliance of the universities with the process and execu- 
tion of the scope of the university system. The irrationality and useless 
repetition of courses and the creation of departments have led to separa- 
tion among universities. Other problems include: resistance of the tra- 
ditionalist and conservative faculty because of its backward nature unre- 
ceptive to any change; lack of past norms for the democratic functioning 

f university organizations; and unification of study plans and elabora- 
tion of a rational and coherent catalog with minimum programs. 


In summary, the 1972 reform was not able to give radical solutions to its 
organic plan or to the fulfillment of the precepts of its fundamental law 
which were theoretically stated. 


The CEUB [Bolivian University Executive Committee], the organization that 
replaces the CNES (National Council of Higher Education], has a high dose 

of autonomy in principle and in practice but it has done nothing but ac- 
commodate itself to the political situation with feigned "demands" and 
formation of a “Supreme University Council" and the organizational pecu- 
liarity of a “secretariat,” typical of modern “scientists.” With this 

type of behavior, it has lost all the attributes of the previous organization 








and become @n entity without authority to carry out the alleged "plan" to 
reform what was being reformed, The final result is a deformed CNES, 


With the repeal of tne fundamental Law of 11 June 1972 and the dissolution 
of the CNES, its critics and detractors have had the opportunity to direct 
Bolivian University with a feigned "democratic appearance," presenting 
cther bases and destroying everything good from the past. 


nfortunately, the successor organization has been nothing else than, in 
Bolivian jargon, “the same head with a different skirt.” It has become a 
partigan political "trench" which is dangerous because of its ideological 
confusion. 


it was a big mistaxe to have declared free admission and then sweep away 
all degrees from those who, as their just right, had declared a “hunger 
strike," demanding fulfillment of this demagogic resolution that, in the 
end, tried to hide in "preuniversity courses." These were onerous and 
harmful anu would nave frustrated and hurt the Bolivian youth even more 
than the “entrance examinations” established in every other country in the 
world, 


The solution to student demographic growth at a rate of 20 percent has not 
yet been found. 


The majority of the resources should have gone to the construction of 
classrooms, saving secondary expenses. 


‘he "persecuted university" has not resolved substantial problems like its 
legal orcanizgation and structure, the academic period, the education pro- 
erans in a general catalog that has not been finished in 8 years, improve- 
ment of short courses, the physical infrastructure and, primarily, the 
academic policy as the essential way to make up for the deficient training. 


ihe course-c lassroom-st udent-teacher-administration relationship should 
have been balarced. This second swmary is an obvious sign of the univer- 
sity confusion. The attempted "reform" did not even reach the heart of 
the university. The CEUVB did not even achieve the status of a rewolution- 
ary instrument since it did not lay the foundation for a new educational 
structure for tne functions of the wiiversity in the present period. 


This brief analysis leads to one opinion. A basic transformation requires 
many years to carry out a true reform for our beloved university so that 
it is respected, venerated and involved in the destiny of our country. 


Today Bolivian University can be seen in the “crystal ball.” What will 
its future be witn the 1980 plan? 


There is a skeptical way to determine the features of its plan and its 
content.

MISSION OF CHURCH iN POLITICAL, SOCLAL ASPECT DEFINE!

(Text ] The important topics expressed in the last pastoral letter of the 
Bolivian Episcopal Conference included the relations of the church--and o! 
priests and the religious--with politics and society. This was clearly 
discussed in the document that we are commenting on. It was necessary t: 
Jo this since its precise limits have not always been accepted. 


in this case, as in others, the words do not usually have a single mean- 
uy. That happens, for example, with the word "democracy" and the word 
"politics." 


There are those who maintain that religion and morality do not have any- 
thing to do with politics. This position is not new; some sophists be- 
lieved this 25 centuries ago. Machiavelli, at least as he is usually in- 
terpreted, stated that morality has its rules and politics has its ow. 
Politics--and the politician--should not concern itself with good or evil 
but with how to acquire power and keep it. In more recent times, liberal- 
ism, which was so successful a century ago, maintained that the church 
should limit its actions to "the sacristy." 


Even what Pope John Paul ll said in Puebla and repeated in his recent vi- 
sit to Brazil has been cited to support this position: the religious 
should not meddle in politics. Neither the age-old Christian doctrine nor 
the pertinent clarifications made in Puebla and Brazil suffice to de ter- 
mine the true meaning of these words. 


the Christian position, as expressed by the bishops of Bolivia, is clear: 
politics, like any other human activity, should not be considered separate 
from religion or morality. These two sources of rules of conduct are 
valid in every field: politics, economics, education, etc. Therefore, 
it is legitimate and proper to speak of Christian or nor-Christian poli- 
tical regimes. 
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here are tWO es8entia. areas, expressed by the bishops, where Christian 
interest focuses on political matters: huwnan rights and the construction 
of a more just society, oth are as intringically religious and moral as 
political. The Christian who ignores them is adopting Pilate's attitude 
of washing his hands of a responsibility that is his. 


Human rights, if analyzed with proper care, have a religious basis. They 
are derived from the fact that man, as the bishops emphasize, has been cre- 
ated by God and redeemed by Christ. Those conditions are the basis of hu- 
man dignity and freedom. All morality, duties and rights stem from that. 
if this moral and religious basis is removed, everything tumbles dom. It 
would be necessary to accept what one of Dostoevsky's characters said: 

"If there is no God, everything is permitted." 


Ne Church and the Christian have to concern themselves with society which 
exists to achieve the common good and has man as its center. It is idol- 
try, as the bishops stress, to consider the society or the state as abso- 
lute goods as if these could do whatever they wanted. Their action is 
limited by human rights and the common good. 


The church and the Christian, therefore, not only have the right but the 
unavoidable duty to concern themselves with these principles, supreme 
guides for every social action. 


Once the principles are established, there is a broad field for selecting 
means and establishing economic, financial and educational obJectives al- 
thoush these cannot contradict the principles. In this second area, citi- 
zens can aline themselves to the best of their knowledge in exercise of 
their freedom. Now we are in the field of political activism, parties, 
the necessary pluralism and legitimate opposition which should not be 
impeded, 


Certainly in practice, there can be areas where the limits are not mathe- 
matically defined and are subject to frequent discussion. 


What the church has taught is that priests and religious should not enter 
into the field of active and partisan politics Decause this is not their 
mission as religious and priests. As citizens, they can choose options 
but this is the field of laymen, politicians, economists, etc. 


it is necessary to recognize, because it is a fact, that the words of Pope 
John Paul Il and the bishops have a basis. it is a fact that there have 
been priests anc religious who have not known how to establish the clear 
distinctions in their behavior in order to avoid the danger of causing 
confusion. Their downfall--it is probably a downfalle-into political a- 
tivism has not been constructive and has brought harm to Christianity it- 
self by causine division where they should not cause it. 
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iui @nalyeé.ec wili demonstrate that these nave been exceptions which, 
perhaps for that reason, are particularly well known. It is incorrect to 
say that this has been the rule. What has happened is that political 
spoups that have felt threatened by truly Christian sermons, facing the 
mpossibility of responding to them, have preferred to argue that priests 
and religious have meddled in the forbidden field of political activism. 
nm that way, Cnoristians who have preached respect for human rights and so- 

i) Justice have been called pure politicians and have even been accused, 
enerally without reason, of following anti-Christian doctrines. 


fnere have been priests and religious wno have fallen into confusion, but 
there have beer wany more people in the opposite camp who, in defense of 
articular interests of persons or groups, have fallen into greater con- 
(usion. This has already led to the rise of many new true martyrs ol! 
wistianity. This is @ sad situation that has already occurred in several 
countries. Let us remember that in El Salvador it has even led to the 
surder of a bishop, Known for his ideas in Support oi the people.

NEW LABOR LAW TO SER/® AS INSTRUMENT IN LABOR RELATIONS

_Text | The General Labor Law has been cited as an indispensable requirement 
for the regulation and improvement of worker-management relations at the 
Bolivian Mining Corporation, 


The document approved by the recent meeting of managers and technical experts 
of that enterprise in La Paz, contains a section that deals with social prob- 
lems in the chapter entitled "Instrucciones” [Instructions ], 


The managers advocated the establishment of a constant dialog in order to 
find timely solutions to labor problems, while they proposed the reorganiza- 
tion of the social relations of the state mining enterprise. 


They also approved an instruction to study a new wage system "that would 
avoid the proliferation of unproductive bonuses, replacing them with a wage 
that would be a factor of production and productivity,” 


The instructions approved in regard to social matters, which are part of a 
series of measures designed to allow the economic and financial recovery 
of the Bolivian Mining Corporation (COMIBOL), are the following: 


--Renewal of the principle of authority at all levels, with a strictly cor- 
porate nature. 


--Enforcement of the General labor Law and the enterprise's internal regula- 
tions. 


--Reorganization of the basic personnel squads in strict relation to the 
production and productivity of each enterprise, with a view to gradually 
eliminating superfluous personnel, From now on it shall be strictly for- 
bidden to hire new personnel without the express authorization, in writing, 
of the Technical Administration, Such a request should be duly justified, 
and should only pertain to proven production tasks. 


~-Rationalizat‘on of manpower such that there is coordination between mine 
and surface personnel,

~Reestablishment of administrative channels with regard to movement of per- 
sonnel, medical care, travel and travel pay, food allowances, commissions, 
vacations, education and others, with the definitive elimination of perni- 
eclous influences. 


‘Establishment of dialog and mutual respect between workers and management, 
a8 & means to provide timely solutions for labor problems in general and 
any problems that affect the enterprise, 


~Careful review of the status of renters of tailing and trough equipment 
and others who, although their relationship with the enterprises is clearly 
defined, have become factors of pressure and disorder by taking on functions 
that do not correspond to then, 


Presentation of a rational plan for facilities to benefit workers, within 
the economic limits of each enterprise, and tied to production, especially 
with respect to housing at mining centers. 


~Advance planning of food items and materials essential to production, in 
coordination with the Oruro and La Paz warehouses and the support administra- 
tion, in order to avoid social conflicts and interruptions of production, 
and to exercise strict control over the use and consumption of these items.

FEASIBILITY OF NATION BECOMING FOOD EXPORTER STUDIED

_Text | A World Bank report, parts of which were publicized recently, por- 
trays india as a country which has achieved self-sufficiency in the produc- 
tion of wheat and rice, and which is on the way to becoming an exporter of 
those grains. The Bank, the principal source of financing for the necessary 
agricultural programs, has indicated its optimism and satisfaction. However, 
at the same time it warns that even with these rural programs, hunger and 
poor nutrition have not disappeared from the Asian nation. On the cmtrary, 
they could become worse by the end of this century. 


It is interesting to note that according to the statistics presented in the 
document, Indian consumption of grains for the 1978-79 period averaged 170 
kilograms per capita; even so, there is still a poor national distribution 
of food, which means that there are vast sectors of the population that 

do not reach this level of consumption and show clear indications of poor 
nutrition. 


Undoubtedly, the highly touted Green Revolution has attained a stupendous 
level of development in that densely populated nation (approximately 500 
million inhabitants), In a few years it has managed to reduce imports that 
seriously drained its economy. What is remarkable, however, is that not 
only does it no longer have to buy food, but it can place large amounts of 
surplus food on the world market, 


It is emphasized that India's production feat is not the result simply of 
having applied revolutionary technology in the fields, but of having convinced 
rural residents of the need to use fertilisers and irrigation (the latter 
having been provided through intelligent government-run programs), As the 
financial institution's report notes, the amount of land under cultivation 
has not drastically changed. 


We should point out that what happened in India is the result of appropriate, 
timely and voluntary agricultural production policies. The same tools could 
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be used in this country. In our area there are many agencies and sone 
people who are anxious to give high priority to agriculture, Bolivia needs 
to satisfy its food demands in order to begin improving the quality of 

its people's lives. In addition, it could simultaneously export farm 
products as a result of appropriate technological measures, and these prod- 
ucts could be internationally competitive, 


Along these lines, special attention should be given to the work of agron-~ 
omer Eduardo Komecin, who for many years has dedicated his time and atten- 
tion indefatigably to these matters of national interest. 1 recently 

had the opportunity to read several of his articles, which are stimulating 
reading for all those interested in agriculture and l'vestock, and also 
contain very interesting technical information, They are the result of 
his recent experiences in the United States, a nation which became a large 
producer of grains, fodder and raw materials for industry. 


No one will deny that the distinguished scientist has a near obsession 
with converting Bolivia into a nation with acceptable levels of agricul- 
tural production. In our area there is no shortage of human resources, 
much less of land suitable for achieving these constructive goals. To be 
sure, We must overcome persistent indifference on the part of the people 
who are in charge of managing these affairs, and we will have to convince 
many programmers and planners that a country can develop economically and 
energe from underdevelopment by means other than assembling machines. 

We would have to take advantage of the American experience: although that 
country has become the primary industrial center of the world, its agri- 
cultural exports constitute its most important commercial activity. it 
seems inevitable that to achieve a similar end (although in proportion with 
our physical situation), any national institution that has anything io do 
with this kind of program will have to leave the beaten track on which, 
unfortunately, the best intentions seem to have become bogged down. 


Bolivia should draw inspiration from this example of hard work and tenacity 
(on a seale corresponding to its size) presented by the spiritual and com- 
plex Asian nation which has achieved its Green Revolution,

PLANNING MINISTRY AIMS TO REVOLUTIONIZE AGRICULTURAL SECTOR 
La Paz EL DIARIO in Spanish 11 Sep 60 p 3 


_Text | The intensive promotion of the development of the primary sectors, 
with a view to turning the country into a large-scale food exporter, is the 
high-priority plan formulated by the Ministry of Planning and Coordination, 
The plan is called the National Strategy for long-term Economic and Social 
Development, 


The document states that “the world crisis of the future will involve raw 
materials and food," and asserts that Bolivia is a "“geo-economically gifted 
and strategically located” country in terms of geopolitics, It adds that 
for these reasons, the country "is destined to play an important role in 
the context of the nations of the future, because it has comparative advan- 
tages over the other countries of the world.” 


It also claims that “everything depends on how we orient our economic and 
social development and whether or not we make maximum use of the nation's 
regional potentials, ” 


The document studies the image and objective of the basic social and eco- 
nomic objectives, the strategic guidelines for development, and strategic 
priorities. 


It points out that intensive promotion of development of the primary sectors 
will enable Bolivia to raise the standard of living of national residents 
and will help reduce internal social desintegration by eliminating poverty. 


With reference to the strategic guidelines for development, it sets forth 
the following ideas: imperative planning for the public sector, social 
market economy for the private sector, concerted planning and incentives 
for cooperativism in the traditional agricultural sector, and tax exemptions 
for the trades sector and the cooperative sector. 


Mention is made of strategic priorities such as traditional agriculture and 
the traditional and non-traditional export sectors, with preference given 
to mining. 
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lt recommends that the industrial sector avoid the growth of artificial 
industrialization; on the contrary, it promotes the growth of small ind: 
ustry, crafts and the consumer goods industry. 


With regard to medium- and large-scale industry, the docunent says it is 
necessary “to favor those which are directly involved in the development 
and rational use of natural resources,” 


lf an industry is oriented toward the external market, i* ways, it should 
specialize in those areas in which the country has comparative advantages 
in order to avoid competition and direct dependence on technology and 


inputs, 


Finally, it asserts that industry in general should create many Jobs, and 
should not fear competition from foreign products,

ROADWORKS TO BE OGOMPLETED WITH GERMAN ALD 
Le Pas PRESHICIA in Spanish 3) Aug 80 p 2 


Text Santa Grue, JO August--The National Highway Service and the German 
Teehnical Assistance Mission have indicated here that they are interested in 
stepping up work on building the San Ramon-San Javier~-Goncepeion highway. 
They also want to complete in a few more weeks the graveling of the second 
layer between Kio Grande and San Ramon, 


The assistant regional director of the Highway Service, Julio Perez Chacon, 
indicated that German technical and economic assistance for these pro jects 
in the Nuflo de Ghaves Province has evidently not been suspended, although 
he admitted that due to economic factors some projects were temporarily cut 
back, 


Neighbors and civic leaders of Ghiquitania had expressed their concern over 
a reported suspension of work on these projects. It was even said that 
the Germans threatened to withdraw technical aid if matching funds were not 
provided, in this case by the Highway Service, 


Perez Ghacon stated that as of Monday, 119 workers, with nearly 60 semi- 
heavy machines and earth-moving equipment, will give a new impetus to the 
road work, lt was reported that three German highway construction experts 
are participating in these programs, 


The Rio Grande-San Ramon section, 77 kilometers long, is at the stage in 
which the second layer of crushed gravel is being laid down, and the work 
is more than 70 percent completed, Seventy kilometers have already been 
eraveled, and progress is being made at the rate of 200 meters a day. 





According to the official spokesman of the Highway Service in Santa Cruz, the 
road between San Ramon and San Javier, 45 kilometers, has 20 kilometers grav- 
eled and 6 kilometers with prepared fill. This year, said Perez Chacon, 

the clearing and grading of the last 10 kilometers will be completed. 


Between San Javier and Concepcion there are 70 kilometers. Along this stretch, 
there are several bridges that will have to be built jointly with the neigh- 
bors in both locations. Harlier, it was reported, this common effort was made 
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through Highway Loans, and the road was thus improved considerably in comparison 
with the estate it waa in before,

The assistant director vulaimed that the Highway Service as well as the German 
Teohnioal Assistance Mission fully intend to maintain the Gan Ramon-San 
Javier-Goneepoion road in passable conditions year round, especially during

GUERREIRO SPEAKS ABOUT POLITICAL ASYLUM, BOLIVLANS 
Rio de Janeiro O GLOBO in Portuguese 5 Sep 80 p 6 


{Text | Minister of Foreign Affairs Saraiva Guerreiro declared in an 
interview that descriminations of a political nature will not be made 
in the granting of asylum in Brazilian embassies. He added that Brazil 
will comply with international agreements on the subject but will not 
encourage requests for diplomatic asylum. 


Guerreiro also emphasized that the concept among Latin American countries 
is that the possible granting of political asylum should not affect the 
normal relationships between governments since it does not mean the 
assumption of a political position. Therefore, he denied that having 
received Bolivian asylees the Brazilian Government is trying to show its 
disapproval for the military takeover in that country. 


The Interview 


[Question] Was the decision by the parents of Siles Suazo and also of 
other Bolivians to choose Brazil for asylum after the coup that overthrew 
the Lidia Gueiler Government a positive reaction to the institutional 
stability of the Figueiredo Government’? 


[Answer] I cannot interpret the motivation of each person requesting 
asylum. We comply with the Caracas Convention and the position of the 
Brazilian Government is justified according to the terms of that document, 
which we follow because we ratified it. The 1954 Convention prevails 

for diplomatic asylum, however, we also signed the Havana Convention which 
prevails between Brazil and those countries which did not sign the later 
one at Caracas. 


[Question] Would the granting of asylum to a large number of Bolivian 
politicians who oppose the new government be a way of showing the world 
that Brazil had no part in the coup? 
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|\Anewer| We are not concerned with that aspect or with showing anything. 
We believe that it is objectively impossible to doubt the behavior of 

the Brazilian Government in that affair. Asylum wae simply granted to 
some persone who sought it at the embassy under conditionse which 

in the pondered evaluation of Ambassador Afonso Arinas, who consulted 

us tiret, asylum could be granted, 


\Question) Could your statement that Bragil would accept the presence of 
Siles Suazo with pleasure not be interpreted as encouragement to poli- 
ticians from other countries? 


\Anewer| We act only according to the rules. Any person who meets 

the qualifications stipulated in the convention shall have asylum. We 
would not discriminate for subjective reasons because we linked or did not 
like the person.

‘CLASSIFIED’ LECTURE BY GOLBERY DO COUTO E SILVA PUBLISHED 
Sao Paulo VEJA in Portuguese 10 Sep 80 pp 3-6 


[Text] The War College (ESG) hase just published class‘fied outline 

7202-80, giving the text of the classified lecture delivered by 

Gen Golbery do Couto e Silva, chief of the military household of the presi- 
dency of the republic, to the students at that institution last 1 July. 
Since that time the lecture has been cloaked in a mantle of secrecy. The 
few copies distributed to the authorities had key words changed, so that the 
person responsible for any copy from which information was "leaked" could 
speedily be identified. 


The lecture, entitled ‘The National Political Situation--The Executive 
Branch,” runs to 17 pages and is divided into 5 parts. In it, 

General Golbery maintains the thesis that the political and administrative 
life of Brazil is made up of alternating periods of centralization and de- 
centralization of authority. Along this line of reasoning, the centralization 
effected beginning in 1964 and above all 1968 was followed by a decentral- 
izing trend, a more democratic approach. This more open approach, of which 
Golbery is one of the main ideologs, was based on a complex of conditions 
the most important of which, he said in his lecture, is the disappearance 
of the opposition front which existed for as long as Al-5 [Institutional 
Act No 5] was in effect. Golbery showed that the transition regime needed 
various opposition parties so that the government could negotiate sometimes 
with some and again with others. 


This is the first known political text by Golbery since 1964, when he 
appeared on the Brazilian scene as the founder of the National Intelligence 
Service (SNI). It has the exquisite and detailed style of the general's 
books, the reading of which requires a certain measure of discipline and 
patience. The text often leans toward the sin of excessively long sentences 
or unfamiliar words or phrases, for example “paramount,” "systemic complex," 
or “homeostatic types." Despite this style, the address, the main sections 
of which we carry below, is the clearest explanation of the motives, 
intentions and prospects for the more open Brazilian political approach set 
forth by the individual who contributed most directly toward planning it. 
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Centraltigation After 1964 


The first part of the lecture is entitled “Syatoles and Diastoles in the 

Life of Nations." In it the history of nations is compared to the two 

heart movements in which the muscles cause successive increases and decreases 
in pressure in blood circulation. Thus the Old Republic gave less power to 
the state and then, after 1930 and above all under the Vargas dictatorship, 
power was concentrated again, to be deconcentrated in 1945 and again con- 
centrated beginning in 1964. Golbery's terminology wight better be understood 
by saying authoritarian regime instead of centralization and a more open 
approach instead of decentralization. 


"The 31 March revolution, without any intention of centralization or 
authoritarianiem--as after all it did not expect to last beyond a short 
redemptive moment--was to be gradually forced to espouse them, to assert 

them and to reassert them, initially merely as temporary expedients essential 
to the maintenance of the recently established public order itself, to the 
reorganization of the highly inflated and weakened economy, and shortly 
afterward, to the irrational attacks by urban-rural terrorist movements 
without any commitment to the national reality. Slowly, these mere expedients 
were reinterpreted as elements essential to national reconstruction and, 
finally, to the creation of the great power emerging from our dreams." 


The second part of Golbery's lecture describes, in simple outline, the 
problems created by the centralizing upsurge which began in 1964. 


"Political and administrative centralization, openly and cumulatively 
escalating, would in the end concentrate the sum of public power in the 
federal union, and within that, the executive branch. Thus it could no 
longer be affected by small distant uprisings, many of which were simply 
ignored, while more serious or clorer challenges would always merit agile 
and decisive repression. 


"The paternalist state machine through which there was ever more frequent 
recourse for intervention in all circumstances and from the most remote 
corners could be seen to expand daily to meet these requirements (.. . ). 
A powerful bureaucracy, almost never properly oriented or enlightened, was 
to expand, functioning in many cases in disguised rebellion or persistent 
passive resistance for its own exclusive profit. 


"This regrettable reality was to take on serious dimensions above all with 
the proliferation of obviously fictitious foundations and, in the indirect 
administration, the development of new public or mixed economic enterprises, 
both federal and state, all provided with privileged bylaws and a large 
measure of autonomy, and not, moreover, entirely visible (... ). 


"There was an unconscious movement toward maximal centralization along with 
maximal inefficiency, in a concentration which could perhaps be compared in 
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the final analysis and ironically to the black holes* detected by modern 
astronomy, which exercise an immeasurable gravitational pull from which 
light cannot escape." 


Ending Censorship 


After setting forth the problems created by centralization, the chief of 
the civilian household of the presidency gave an explanation of the birth, 
development and articulation of the opposition front formed against the 
regime. 


"The sector which was visibly most backward and where there soon developed 
reactions, some even ideologically inspired, against the easy target of 
increasing and unconcealed authoritarianism was the political sector, above 
all that part of it on the boundary with the mass media. Press censorship, 
extremely difficult, almost impossible to manage, which is at the same time 
required to be intelligent and efficient, was to attract the almost in- 
tolerable pressure of the most vehement attacks, mobilizing widespread 
sympathy and multiple support, some of it crushing and productive. 


“It is not surprising, then, that the deliberate decentralizing effort of 
the government should take the form of a democratizing more open political 
approach, adopted precisely through the gradual relaxation of censorship 
control. Nor is it surprising either that this initial stage of the pro- 
cess should require a rather long period and vigilant and active leadership 
so that it would not escape all controls. And one had of course to expect 
the inevitable excesses, the setting of limits more or less identified with 
permissiveness. And on the other hand, it would, despite the inevitable 
lapses into coercive power, earn a sufficient degree of credibility as to 
the very intentions and then as to the future of the whole liberalizing 
process." 


This process, however, was threatened, according to what the general said 
in his lecture, by pressures coming from the economy and by “growing 
tensions, above all in the explosive peripheries of the large population 
centers and the zones in the interior hardest hit by successive natural 
catastrophes." 


"These pressures would all work intensively in the direction of greater 
centralization, because they would require greater rigidity in the whole 
social control system, and would point in alarm to the danger of disruption 
and breakdown in the social structure, subjected to intolerable tensions 
within the framework of the centralization-decentralization binomial. 


"The cards had been dealt, however. Decentralization, through the liberal- 
izing of press censorship, as a first step, and the open democratic 


*A black Hole TS a star so compressed that it attracts the very light it 
would have emitted were it not compressed. Thus this is no exaggeration. 
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approach, te not yet completed today, but what will inevitably follow will 
be ite establishment in decisive fashion in the political area (... )." 


General Golbery then went on to describe the political move toward an open 
approach in detail. 


"At the outset there was truly a doubly bipolar situation--government 

versus anti-revolution-<vulnerable at all times to dangerous radicalization, 
always difficult to eliminate or neutralize. It is not that these polar 
extremes coexisted always in a single dilemma, The government would by 
definition be the revolution in power or the institutionalized and legal 
revolution, The opposition, with two fronts, would theoretically, whether 
right-wing, headed by those who claimed to be legitimate revolutionaries 
~-the eternal "pure," the “hawks,” the "Jacobins," the hard-line, or left- 
wing, cover a wide highly variegated band in which the subversives, the 
challengers, the dissatistied and those yearning for the past would take 
their place. But, although ideologically or strategically opposed, these 
two groups frequently serve each other's purposes in practice, showing once 
again how very close the left wing and the right wing are to each other 
rather than to the center sector in this spectrum of political trends which 
is in no way rectilinear, but rather follows the pattern of an almost fixed 
state of affairs. There could be alliances, most often tactical and at the 
same time tacit, making it possible always to give differentiated treatment 
to this or that component, Treatment which in no way would always contribute 
to keeping them separate." 


iow can the struggle with these two sectors be waged? General Golbery 
turned here to military terminology to describe the government's action. 


“Thus the obvious maneuver available to the government, in a strong central 
position between two groups of opponents--to keep them whenever possible 
separate, and alternating efforts to contain, if not to counterattack, 
between one and the other, thus guaranteeing for itself ever-greater 
maneuvering room, and thus greater freedom of action for the implementation 
of its own political goals, without disastrous or disturbing interference." 


Jisarming the Single Front 
Golbery maintained that the future elimination of one of the two groups 


would lead to the development of a single opposition front, a possibility 
which would not suit the government. 


"This would be the strategic problem with which the government found itself 
faced after the decisive episodes involving the resignation of 

General Frota, minister of army, the removal of Gen liugo Abreu, chief of 
the military household of the presidency of the republic, and the vitiation 
of the opposition candidacy of Gen Euler Bentes Monteiro. Undeniable 











success was reflected by the final, calm completion of the succession 
process, But it would ratse a new question: how then to move ahead against 
a single opposition front? 


"The atrategy would suggest, as the very democratizing intent would moreover 
require, the prompt dismantling of the opposition system, encouraging the 
emergence of multiple and different fronts (.. . ). The innate hetero- 
geneity of the opposition would facilitate the achievement of this goal, 
which is not for all that any less essential either to the advance of the 
very cause democracy and Liberalization so insistently urged by the best- 
organized sectore of the national elite, long imbued with individualistic 
and liberal ideals. In political terms, there would be available there the 
vigorous multi-party system thesis, finally established by the reforms late 
in 1979 (.. . ), 


"In any case, the abysm of cultural lag between the institutional advance 
toward democracy, which it is thought should be more progressive and liberal 
and participational, and the rigidity of the economic front, which for its 
part demands greater breadth and efficiency in government control, is 
widening. 


"What then will we do?" 
Our Sole Option 


Before going on to the answers, Golbery noted the main difficulties which the 
open approach will encounter. One of them is the individualism of the 
politicians in the government and opposition parties. Another derives from 
the economic problems, which are in seeming contradiction to a process of 
redemocratization. 


"Doubtless it seems a strange paradox to want to carry forward democratizing 
liberalization from the political viewpoint just now when the conditions 
prevailing in the economic sector are so negative as insistently to demand 
broader and more effective control, and thus a centrally coordinated 
discipline with profound effects on the governmental and social structure 

as a whole. 


"In reality, we are left with no other choice. More favorable moments in 
the past were not seized, for reasons which we need not go into here. But 
in any case, this cannot justify delaying further this decentralization 
process, long since demanded now as necessary and urgent. Otherwise, 
pressures in the other direction, strong and almost intolerable today, 

would again accumulate speedily, putting the durability of the entire system 
in danger in this tremendous pressure-cooker into which, as has already been 
seen in times past, the national organism becomes after a decade and a half 
of increasing compression.” 


0 


After analyzing the picture which made decentralization, or the more open 
approach, inevitable, the chief of the civilian household of the presidency 
set forth the strategy which the government will have to pursue between 
1980 and 1985. 


"With the polarity previously dominant destroyed by breaking up the op- 
position front, new prospects are now developing for the governmental 
strategy with a view to the further advancement of a more progressive and 
democratic style of life. 


"Through multi-party dissociation what was sought was a better characteriza- 
tion and individualization of the political forces, through more 

homogeneous parties more authentically representative, offering them the 
hope of the just monopoly on political action shared among them and them 
alone, for which they are by right the sole specialized tools. Earlier, 
because of their lack of definition in a single extremely heterogeneous 
party and the precarious nature of uncertain isolated action, the opposition 
political forces were in the end submerged in broader conglomerates ranging 
from religious and semi-religious organizations involved in a confused 
pastoral practice limited in utopian fashion to the political realm, to 

lay cultural associations, trade unions and many other professional and 

even pseudo-philanthropic bodies, seemingly uncommitted. The true agents 

in the political field came to be these conglomerates to a greater extent 
than the single opposition party itself. And because of the traditional 
prestige and protection they could offer, the religious and semi-religious 
organizations were to assume an important, almost hegemonic, position 

among these conglomerates. 


"The resurgence of party life, not only recognized as legitimate but 
protected and even honored by the government itself, will in the end, it 
appears likely, restore to the parties their original role as the main 
protagonists in the political field, such that the many non-political 
bodies which had strayed from their functional areas will return to the 
channels of their specific activities (... ). 


"Until then, however, the opposition political picture will continue to be 
a miscellaneous complex in which one can distinguish an ever more clearly 
defined and specialized multi-party front, apart from various auxiliary 
fronts which still remain active, with varying degrees of autonomy and in- 
volvement, in the religious sector, the trade union sector, the mass media 
agency field, intellectual circles, etc. The lesser radicalization and 
greater liberalization of the regime and tolerance by the government will 
contribute greatly to the emergence of strong trends toward splintering of 
the opposition front." 


At the conclusion of his lecture, Minister Golbery do Couto e Silva set 


forth a number of suggestions which in his view would work toward re- 
education for democratic coexistence. 
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"On the military front an immediate end (should be) put to the undesirable 
statements which can be interpreted as an indication of the weakness of the 
government or division in the armed forces, 


"Then, on the trade union front, it is necessary to liquidate a vigorous 
atrike movement, which, preferring the revolutionary option of confrontation 
to the democratic choice of negotiation, has strayed into dispute of a 
political nature, discrediting the key leadership and also the heads of 
auxiliary bodies who, leaving their legitimate and legal fields of action, 
interfere unduly in these matters. 


“Later, on the student front, bodies which are not legally representative, 
peculiar alliances of teachers and students and any challenging pressures 
with regard to the measures announced should be excluded or brought calmly 
to an end. 


“Then, on the parliamentary front, aggressive and improper demonstrations 
should be halted, with recourse to the proper legal provisions. 


“Finally, on the communications front, illegal actions by the media should 
be prosecuted with the means offered by the law.” 


Negotiation With the Parties 


After these suggestions have been put into practice, Golbery believes that 
the country will be closer to a climate of relative calm. 


"This calm is conducive to the advancement of the basic goal--institutional- 
ization of a more perfect democratic system with an inherent capacity to 
perfect itself still further. Therefore an effort has been made to con- 
solidate and if possible expand the forces of the regime itself, always 
keeping the opposition front splintered, which is now also being done by 
privileged concern for the claims of this or that party or group to the 
detriment of the other. And this will be ever more feasible, the more our 
sincere proposals to effect democratizing liberalization include many of 
the aspirations of other parties or groups which are closer to us and whose 
cooperation or support could be won through a skillful and enlightened 
maneuver of co-opting one or another.”

NAVAL DEFENSE OF CONTINENT VERY IMPORTANT SAYS ADMIRAL 
Brasilia CORREIO BRAZILIENSE in Portuguese 7 Sep 80 p 4 


[Text] Minister of the Navy Maximiano da Fonseca declared that the 
coming visit by President Figueiredo to Chile in October will result 
in a number of understandings between the two countries, as happened 
with his visit to Argentina. 


For the minister of the navy, the joining of the three forces of Brazil, 
Chile and Argentina for the defense of the American Continent in case 
of foreign aggression "is of the highest importance." He even cited 
the Inter-American Reciprocal Assistance Treaty signed in Rio de 
Janeiro in 1947, which states that an aggression against an American 
country is an attack against all American countries. 


In the interview, Minister Maximiano da Fonseca condemned the South 
Atlantic Pact. According to him, there exists the Inter-American 
Reciprocal Assistance Treaty and the "important thing is that the 
navies understand each other very well and perform joint exercises. 
An understanding of the language does not appear but it is very 
important." 


On the help the navy is providing, primarily to the riverine population 
of the Amazon Region, the minister declared that the navy has been 
helping the population in that region for many vears. He also said 

that the navy has the Amazon Fleet in Manaus. It consists of five ships 
built in Brazil exclusively for that region. 


[Question] Minister are the navy units based in the most remote points 
of the country such as the Amazon Region helping in Census-80? 


[Answer] Indeed, the entire navy is helping with Census-80. I was 
personally sought out by Dr. Jesse Montello and I said that the navy 
would do everything it could and would provide a maximum effort. 

I give you some examples: In Amazonas we are transporting cargo and 
census takers, we provide helicopters in areas of difficult access by 
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other means. in the Territory of Rondonia, we provide boats tor the 
work of supervision through the Mato Grosso and Mato Grosso do Sul 

Port Captains Offices. We transport census takers on navigable rivers. 
In the other states, in addition to facilities for the census takers' 
work in military units, we provide the general support which was re- 
quested. The navy is ready to provide support. 


[Question] With which other countries, in addition to Operation 
Unitas, does the Brazilian Navy participate in exercises? 


[Answer] Operation Unitas, which is regular and takes place during the 
entire year, is a multilateral operation. Argentine, Uruguayan, and 
Venezuelan ships take part in various sectors. 


[Question] Will it be possible to export the know-how acquired in 
building the "Niteroi” class frigate by the Brazilian Navy in the Rio de 
Janeiro Naval Shipyard to other countries? 


[Answer] Undoubtedly it could be exported. Moreover, it is our interest 
that it come to pass because the shipyard is a very great source of 
employment and because of the fact that we are in difficulties because 

of a lack of orders and we want to remain busy and not lose money. That 
is possible and I can report that there is an understanding with a 
certain country for the building of frigates for them here in Brazil. 

I do not know what country because it is something very premature, very 
preliminary. 


(Question] How is the navy participating in social programs such as 
medical assistance in the country, primarily for the riverine population 
of the Amazon Region? 


[Answer] For many years, it can be said a century, the navy has been 
already providing that help to the people. At this time the navy is 

more concerned with the Amazon Region. It has the Amazon Fleet in 

Manaus, which consists of five ships built in Brazil, ships very suitable 
for that region. These, which regularly make trips to the interior of the 
Amazon River, have reached places never before reached by ships. For 
example, one recently arrived at Boa Vista. During the dry season, the 
marines dynamited rockets and they were able to pass and arrive at Boa 
Vista. This means that more and more the ships are penetrating, exploring, 
seeking to reach the most remote points in the Amazon Region. On those 
occasions they have doctors on board, not only naval doctors but also 
those of the State Department of Health, a large quantity of medicines, 
dentists and so forth. They provide a great help to all the people. 

This takes place not only in Manaus and in the Amazon Region Fleet. 

In Para, in Belem, we have the Northern Naval Group, which also has 
corvettes and ships we call the "Coastal Patrol," doing the same thing. 
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fo complete the picture, the navy already has a plan ready and within a 
very short time we shall begin the construction of two emall hospital 
ships, exclusively for providing that help. The present vessels are only 
patrol boats. They patrol, seek to investigate, and try to go up the 
rivers more and more, at the same time providing that medical and dental 
care to all those people, That is also done on the Paraguai River, Bahia, 
the riverine regions, and possibly when the marines are on maneuvers. 


(Question) How many new naval unite will etill go into operation during 
the present government ” 


|\Anewer| Actually, very tew will go into operation because 4 ship takes 
many yeare to build, We have a program of refitting and we are going to 
have to wait for the money to initiate that construction. During thie 
government we have only emall ships under construction. We have four 
buouy tenders, very important for supervising the marking of coastal 
channels and beacons, under construction and they should join the navy 
within 2 years. Therefore, during thie period of government we would 
possibly only have to purchase emall ships. For example, we are now 
buying two practically new tugs in Brazil from a company interested in 
selling them. The important thing is that the execution of our naval 
program be initiated by this government because then the other one will 
have the satisfaction of obtaining these ships. However, it is unlikely 
that we shall begin the construction of the ships of the program--those 
tugboatse and buouy tenders are part of the program but we have not begun 
the construction of the larger ships. As I said, they depend on money. 
However, the important thing is that the construction of these ships, 
entirely planned and built in Brazil, be initiated.

[Text) The firet submarine built in Brazil ehould be ready and added 

to the fleet in 1988. It will be a medium-sized, high-performance model, 
although of conventional not nuclear propulsion. However, before that, 
the navy is going to carry out “Project Corvette" with national tech- 
nology, project aimed at providing the fighting fleet with an extremely 
advanced vessel for territorial sea patrol missions. 


At the same time, and treated ae “priority one” by Director General of 
Materiel Admiral Albano de Aratanha, the Ministry intende to build a 

new schoolehip with the capacity for up to 200 midshipmen to replace 

the present schoolehip, the “Custodio de Mello,” which has been on active 
duty for 26 years. 


This week, however, is still a holiday at the Rio de Janeiro Naval Ship- 
yard where ail those warships must necessarily be built. The ceremony 

in which the Frigate "Uniao” will join the fleet will be held on Friday. 
This is the last of the frigates purchased from England and the second 

one built in the inetallations of Ilha das Cobras. it is 4a very modern 
ship, of the same generation, for example, of ite equivalents in operation 
in NATO forces. During the ceremony, the launching toaste of 1975 will 

be repeated so that “good winds may accompany it always." Later it will 
be on the sea, an impressive fighting machine capable of responding to 
commands in only 6 seconds. 


The “Uniao” measures 129 meters, displaces 3,300 tons, and has four 
diesel motors and two gas turbines. Maximum speed is 30 knots. On the 
bridge is a CAAIS [Computer Assisted Action Information System) computer 
system which analyzes all information gathered by electronic sensing 
devices (radar, sonar, countermeasures and radio communications) or by 
visual observation, providing specific options for an attack, for example. 
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Under a apecific program, the CAAIS can automatically activate the 
defense unite, The weapons system consists of an MK=-8 1] 3mm cannon, two 
40mm cannon, one Bofors A/S MK-44 mortar, "“Exocet" surface=to-surface 
miselles (for operation under any atmoepheric condition) with an average 
range of 3/ kilometers, short-range Sea Cat surface to air missiles, 
ikara antisubmarine missiles, which can even hit submerged targete, and a 
Lynx WO=13 helicopter armed with A/S MK=44 torpedoes, 


Certain armored sections in the interior of the ship make up an atomic 
radiation proof chamber. All the knowledge acquired in the production 
of such 4 sophisticated frigate will be applied "in the proportion 
justified,” in the construction of corvettes=--from 12 to 18 shipe--the 
beginning of which is echeduled for 1981. 


The construction plane for the submarine will be in keeping with the 

same method of transfer of technology established with the British 

Vosper Throneycroft organization for the frigates, except that it will 

be broader: not a single ship will be assembled outside Brazil. Up to 
now three proposale from Shipyards in Italy, Germany and France have been 
presented to the Ministry. 


Admiral Aratanha said: “At the end of 1979 we decided as our first step 
to promote a more profound joint analysis by our shipyard technicians and 
foreign companies of the Italian offer." The classe specified is the 
“Sauro,” 1,250 tons displacement with six heavy torpedo launching tubes.

An elongated bubble with a superstructure on top--the shape of the

but in the configuration of the electronic resources and the weapons 
system," explains a naval engineer of the shipyard. 


The “Sauro” has unusual technical specifications in that respect. Although 
it is of medium size, it has all the advances of the sector with 
capabilities for supplementing its basic armament, which consists of six 
torpedo tubes, mine-launching towers and missile-launching ramps, when 

it is on the surface, of considerable range. The crew consists of 45 men, 
maximum height of vessel is 12.38 meters; length, 63.85 meters; beam, 

6.33 meters; draft 5.70 meters; displacement 1,250 tons (1630 tons sub- 
merged); submerged speed, 19 knots (11 knots on the surface, 12 knots 
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operating with snorkel). It ta driven by three diesel generators and one 
electric motor, 


in addition to the [talian version, the navy has proposals on the French 
"“Agoata,"” the German "Iki," and the English "Export<2400," the latter 
signalled by the manufacturer as "the successor to the ‘Oberon,’ " 
although it is still in the development stage, which reduces it to the 
status of an unknown "perhaps greater than that of a possetble exclusively 
national long-term program."

The Brazilian ready fleet, which means the fleet available for an 
adequate mobilization for naval warfare, consists of 1 medium aircraft 
carrier, eix frigates, 10 corvettes, 10 submarines, 11 patrol craft and 
14 destroyers or torpedo boats. 


't 16 not enough in the opinion of the London Institute For Strategic 
Studies, which goes beyond maintaining that in the balance of forces 

in the continent only the combination of tactical and stratetic factors 
(such as the wel! coordinated work performed by the Brazilian Air Force 
|FAB) and the Brazilian Navy [MB] confers superiority to the country, since 
only the frigates and the three "Oberon" submarines can be considered 
“advanced” equipment. 


indeed, the majority of the destroyers are beginning to attain the ad- 
vanced age of 35 years; the aircraft carrier "Minas Gerais" needed 3 years 
of refitting to be modernized and to be able to approach the next decade 
as a real presence. The corvettes are approaching 25 years on active duty, 
with obvious signs of weariness, or worse, with "signs of obsolescence," 
in the opinion of Admiral Albano de Aratanha, for whom "the electronic, 
weapons and communications systems of a warship need to be updated every 
10 years, even though the hull may last longer than that."

12 men, and weapons which consists of a rapid-fire 76mm cannon, surface- 
to-eurface missile launcher, torpedo-launching tubes and a helicopter 
equipped for antisubmarine activities, 


The average cost of a vessel of this clase on the international market 
is on the order of $70 to $80 million dollare, the cost varying in 
keeping with the options ordered for the engine and weapons systems. 


The project is being headed by Adm Aluysio Ferreira dos Santos, director 
of Naval Engineering, who since 1977 began to create an internal structure 
of engineering planning and maintenance teams "to plan vessels with a high 
degree of nationally<built components, military operational efficiency 

and readiness." Government guidelines on all new classes of warships 

to be built or planned in the country are oriented toward "“erdhancing, in 
addition to building them ourselves, logistic support and proper usage of 
them to the maximum." 


Now that group consists of 100 Brazilian specialists. At the same time, 
the Navy signed technical assistance contracts with the Sao Paulo 
Technological Research Inetitute [IPT] and with the Marinetechnik 
consulting firm of West Germany. The IPT has tanks for testing propulsion 
resistance and a cavitation tunnel, while Marinetechnik offers the "best 
conditions for the transfer of know-how in the form of data banks, 
computer programs for weapons or propulsion system projects." 


Approval for “Project Corvette" was given in 1979, when feasibility studies 
led to the selection of the characteristics suited to our needs. The phase 
of conception and determination of the main items will be concluded by 

next December. 


Degree of National Construction 


In anticipating the selection of propulsion and weap tems, the 
intention "is to provide the qualified manufacturer wat. o maximum of 
time to maximize the degree of national construction,” explains Admiral 
Aluysio, a prerequisite for the entire process that will only allow par- 
ticipation by foreign organizations when they are in partnership with 
Brazilian companies or at that time are established in the country. 
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The preliminary overall plan will be completed in 1961 and contract drafts 
will be made with the assistance of technicians from selected shipyards, 
allowing them to have the earliest possible knowledge of all details. 


Now, in cost percentage terme, the prospects for national manufacture 
of the various assemblies of a corvette are ae follows: 


Hull construction materials 100 percent 
Propulsion system 80 percent 
Power generation and distribution 90 percent 
Communications and control 50 percent 
Auxiliary systems 90 percent 
Finishing materials 100 percent 
Armament 10 percent 
Construction labor torce 100 percent 


Some agreeable surprises, in the area of motors, for example, may 

occur. There are arguments at the shipyard advocating the exclusive 
traditional use of diesel-turbine arrangements. There are also advanced 
ideas advocating the exclusive use of turbogenerators, which would in- 
crease the efficiency of the vessele, greater productivity, although at 

the cost of a greater fuel consumption. This is relevant, because at this 
precise moment the Sao Jose Aerospace Technical Center is testing a turbine 
which burns pressurized alcohol--a solution to the negative aspect of 
greater fuel consumption. 
“Everything is possible,” says an adviser to Admiral Albano de Aratanha, 
“after all, we are going to use the structure of a frigate to make what 
shall be possibly the best equipped schoolship of the Third World, even the 
Second World, including in electronic simulation. The naval industry is 
the oldest of the country. In Bahia in 1714, we built a galleon, the 
“Padre Eterno,” of 1,000 tons and 60 guns. A year after independence, the 
frigate "Campista"” left the Naval Shipyard, constructed of lumber at first 
destined for the furniture of the Palace of Sao Cristovao. Build a 
corvette? That is easy..." 


Brazil Could Export Ships 
Sao Paulo O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese, 13 Sep 80 


[Text] Minister of the Navy Maximiano da Fonseca yesterday admitted 

the possibility that Brazil could export warships on the basis of 
technology acquired in the construction of the frigate "Uniao,” the 

last of a series of six purchased from England and the second built in the 
country. The new frigate joined the Brazilian fleet yesterday. 
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The minister's statement wae made at the end of the ceremony in which 

the frigate joined the fleet, ceremony over which Naval Chief of Staff, 
Admiral of the Fleet Roberto Andersen Cavalcanti, presided, It was 
attended by the vice president of the republic, Aureliano Chaves, 
Maximiano da Fonseca believes that deapite difficulties=-the construction 
time of the "Uniao” was 2 years more thua normal and the largest part of 
the equipment was imported--Brazil can obtain competitive prices for its 
ships on the international market. 


The country participates modestly in the export of naval technology in the 
area of the war industry. A Rio shipyard, for example, has just delivered 
a iol ot six patrol boats ordered by the Chilean Navy. From now on, 
"Project Corvette” will be put into practice. it is the next phase of 
reequipment of the Navy in which there shall be a greater participation 

by private enterprise. 


In this fashion, the Ministry of the Navy intends to facilitate the 
sale of ships to interested countries. The Brazilian corvette, with 
respect to its displacement (1,660 tons), is the most advanced in the 
Southern Hemisphere. 


Submarines 


In his speech during the ceremony in which the "Uniao" joined the fleet, 
the director-general of materiel, Adm Jose Geraldo Albano de Aratanha, 
pointed out the work of the Naval Shipyard in its 200 years of existence, 
announcing the construction of submarines soon. The construction of 
frigates in its installations, according to him, “allows the placing of 
Brazil among the few powers of the world capable of beginning such an 
undertaking and the frigates built here leave nothing to be desired by 
comparison with others built abroad." The order of the day by Naval 
Chief of Staff Ad Roberto Andersen Cavalcanti was then read. In it he 
made a historical review of the five Brazilian naval ships also named 
"Uniao” in the past. 


Characteristics 


The frigate has a length of 129 meters, is propelled by diesel motors 
and gas turbines, has a displacement of 3,300 tons and a cruising range 
of more than 4,000 miles. Planned mainiy for defense against submarines, 
construction of the frigate "Uniao” was begun on 11 June 1972 and was 
launched 14 March 1975. 


Its armament consists of missiles, torpedos, rockets and cannon assisted 
by digital computers for tactical data processing, an atomic radiation 
decontamination chamber and an antisubmarine helicopter. Its construction 
in Brazilian shipyards, according to technicians of the sector, allowed 
the obtaining of technology and of management training in handling warships 
of large size despite the fact that the plans and a large part of the 
materials and equipment were imported. 
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Navy to Halt Imports 
sa0 Paulo O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 10 Sep 80 p 6 


(Text) Minister of the Navy Maximiano da Fonseca said yesterday in 

Sao Paulo that "no new ship will be purchased abroad because the decision 
has been made to purchase everything here." He said that 12 corvettes 
will be planned and built in the country in addition to three submarines 
"whose nationally-built components may reach 50 percent of its value." 
Maximiano added that "technically and professionally, the Brazilian Navy 
is very good but the only problem is the number of ships, which are 
insufficient for guarding the entire coast and the oil-bearing shelves:" 


The minister said: “The entire problem is one of money. Brazil is 

one of the countries which spends the least on its armed forces." As 
proof of his statement, he said that “the budget for the city of Sao Paulo 
is double that of the Navy." This year the Brazilian Navy obtained 25 
billion crugeiros and in 1981 the budget should be 36 billion, explained 
Maximiano. 


The greatest invasion by foreign vessels takes place at Amapa, because 

of the great quantities of shrimp existing on the coast of that region, 
said the minister “We had up to 300 ships from other countries fishing 
there." The origins of those ships is varied, he continued, naming the 
Caribbean, the United States and multinational fishing companies. "The 
difficulty in maintaining that surveillance is caused by the small number 
of ships we have," said the minister, saying that “the problem is very 
delicate and there have been several incidents at Amapa." 


The remarks by the minister of the navy were made during a talk yesterday 
at the auditorium of the Federation of Commerce, where he spoke to nearly 
50 businesemen on "Activities of the Navy in the National Context." At 
that time Maximiano da Fonseca declared that "ships will be powered by 
nuclear energy in the future." Warships are now powered by gas turbines. 


Fleet Admiral Maximiano da Fonseca also announced that "women in the 

navy are already a reality. I signed the regulation today (yesterday) 

and within 2 months there will be a competition for the entrance of 

womer.." He pointed out the help provided by his service "to the 

riverine population of the Amazon Region and other isolated areas, 

bringing medical and dental care and legalizing documents." The 

minister also said that the Navy is not having any problem in recruiting 
officers; quite the contrary "Sometimes we even have 12,000 candidates 

for 200 vacancies." According to him “youngsters of the lower middle class 
are the ones who most seek careers in the Navy because it is an opportunity 
for an education. However, the ideal thing would be for us to have people 
from all social strata.” The problem faced, he added, is that "there is a 
great number of those officers leaving the service after being trained." 
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Maximiano da Fonseca also said that the new law on the territorial 
sea will be “a better solution for Brazil," since “resources will be 
safeguarded by the creation of an exclusive economic sone of 188 
miles and the important thing 1 sovereignty over our resources.” 


Aerial Defense 


Nearly 50 aircraft of various squadrons of the Brazilian Air Defenses 
stationed in Fortaleza, Annapolis, Santa Cruz, Canoas and Santa Maria 

will participate during this week in training and competition for training 
tests in the various unite in areas of Rio Grande do Sul. They began 
yesterday at the Canoas Airbase, the 45th Fighter Meeting and the Third 
Phase of the 10th Fichter Aircraft Tournament. 


Participating are the Fortaleza Fighter Squadron (Xavantes AT-26), 
Anapolis Airbase aircraft (Mirage F-103), Santa Cruz Airbase (F-5), 
Santa Miria (Xavantes) and the Pampa Squadron from Canoas, where F-5 
aircraft are also based. 


The tournament is held every 2 years in Canoas but it is also held 

at other bases. Its objective is “the technical-professional refinement 
of combat equipment,” as was explained by sources of the airbase, by 
means of aereal firing tests (which will take place at sea at places far 
from inhabited areas), ground firing (at an army training camp in Sao 
Jeronimo), strafing runs (machinegunning fixed targets) and low-level 
flights. Those meets, said the base sources also, will improve the level 
of efficiency of the fighter aircraft. 


Navy Receives New Ship 
Sao Paulo O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 4 Sep 80 p 6 


[Text] The Rio de Janeiro Naval Shipyard will deliver the second of 

the two "Niteroi" class frigates ordered by the Brazilian Navy tomorrow. 
That frigate, which has the name of “Uniao,"” will join the fleet in a 
ceremony presided over by Naval Chief of Staff Adm Roberto Andersen 
Cavalcanti and which will also be attended by Vice President Aureliano 
Chaves, Minister of the Navy Maximiano da Fonseca and Minister of 
industry and Commerce Camilo Penna. 


Construction of the frigates began in June 1972, when the keels of the 
"Uniao” and "Independencia" were laid. The other frigate built by the 
Rio Shipyard joined the fleet in September last year. 


One of the advantages of building the two frigates, according to tech- 
nicians of the sector, was the chance to train personnel specialized in 
the various sectors of naval construction. There was, for example, 
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the need for special aluminum welders and equipment and this led to the 
Rio Shipyard becoming the national industry best equipped in material 
and men for the welding of aluminum. 


The "Uniao" has been afloat since 2 June and passed its teats with what 
are considered very positive results, however, after it joins the [leet 
it will have to pass through a new period of tests before becoming a 
completely operational ship. 


For the naval construction manager of the Rio de Janeiro Naval Shipyard, 
Commander Armando Senna Bittencourt, one of the advantages of building a 
warship in the country “is that the portion of the cost pertaining to 
labor becomes wages for national technicians. It is important to know 
that labor makes up approximately 40 percent of the total construction cost 
of a modern ship.” 


Characteristics 


The ship that will join the fleet tomorrow is the sixth Brazilian Navy 
warship to receive the name of "Uniao." The ship was planned by the 
British company Vosper Thornicroft Ltd and has a length of 129.94 meters, 
a beam of 13.52 meters, a maximum draft of 5.5 meters and a hold depth of 
9.08 meters. 


Half loaded the "Uniao" displaces 3,300 tons and fully loaded displaces 
3,900 tons. It uses an automated, combined diesel-gas turbine propulsion 
system: two Rolls Royce Olympus turbines and four MTU diesel motors 
make up ite main power units. 


[ts weapons system consists of a Vickers MK-8, 4.5-inch cannon, two sets of 
Bofors L-70 40mm cannon, a dual Bofors 375mm antisubmarine rocket launcher, 
two triple torpedo launching units, two triple Seacat missile launchers, 
one [kara antisubmarine missile launcher and one Lynx WG-13 helicopter. 


The frigate is also equipped with surveillance equipment consisting of a 
Plessey AWS-2 aereal search radar complemented with an MK10 IFF, an 

HSA 7A 06 surface search and navigation radar, an Ikara guidance radar, 
an EDO610 Sonar and electronic countermeasures equipment. 


The "Uniao" also has a system for processing and handling tactical data 
from radars and combat intelligence, using a Ferranti 1600B compute: and 
six Decca display units, This allows a visual presentation of the entire 
existing tactical picture, also transferring information to the other two 
weapons systems, which also use Ferranti 1600B computers, controlling the 
equipment and resolving problems of aiming, including missile guidance. 


The frigate "Uniao" will be commanded by Nelson Ceriani Braganca a native 
of Rio Grande do Sul and a 1955 midshipman. His first post was on the 
cruiser "Barroso" and he later commanded the Ocean-going dispatch boat 
"Bocaina" from May 1969 to August 1970. He has attended qualification 
courses and also served in several command units.

[Text] Country Seeks Coal Agreements 


O ESTADO: Does collaboration on resolving the energy problem in the 
Americas really exist, in terms of physical energy exchange and distribu- 
tion of labor in the search for alternative sources? 


Penna: I have accompanied President Figueiredo on his trips throughout 
America, and I see, on the part of the presidents of the countries we have 
visited, a profound conviction of the need for greater unity in America, 
both political and economic. The word "integration" was used here, and in 
my view it is a strong term. Integration means a single command, a single, 
integrated process. Thus I would prefer unity or cooperation. I believe 
that integration is a final goal of a world community which is very diffi- 
cult to achieve. It ise utopian. 


In Brazil, we have un . «© « the great experience of Itaipu, along with 
Paraguay, and we have alr .» signed a series of agreements with Argentina 
with a view to joint work to utilize our frontier rivers. Itaipu, it can 
be stated, is a victorious project, because its completion is now expected 
within 2 1/2 years. It represents a substantial and major victory in terms 
of united effort in the hydroelectric energy field in Latin America, as has 
existed between the United States and Canada. 


Another field in which a united effort has already been launched is coal. 
We are in the final phase prior to the signing of a contract for the ex- 
clusive use of a large coal mine in the United States to supply the 
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STDERBRAS [Brazilian [ron and Steel Corporation]. The contract was signed 
with the Celso Rocha group, which controls mines in the United States. We 
are also rather well along in negotiations for the exploitation of coal 
mines in Colombia, an enterprise in which Brazil and Spain are jointly 
associated, As to oil, it is truly the most burning issue, the newest and 
the best-advanced in terms of cooperation. The proximity of Venezuela ani 
Mexico to Brazil is not in practice very important, because the cost of 

oil is established in international terms, without consideration of fretght 
costs. There is an overall apportionment of freight. Thus the relatively 
short distance does not benefit us. However, there is a clear politica! 
readiness on the part of the governments of Mexico, Venezuela and Brazil to 
cooperate, which is gradually, but not slowly, leading these countries to 
increase the supply of oil to Brazil. The supplying of oil to Brazil by 
Venezuela involves not only a political decision of continental and Latin 
American importance, but has an economic meaning, because Venezuela has 
heavy oil and Brazil is one of the few clients for that oil. In October, 

a mission headed by my ministry will travel to Mexico to study broader 
cooperation between Mexico and Brazil in the energy field. 


Frieman: There is an increasing understanding on the higher levels of my 
government of the global nature of the energy problem, and this leads us to 
great interdependence. We are all facing problems of the type the minister 
mentioned. The United States is allocating more than $90 billion a year to 
the oil producers, and the main concern of our energy policy is to reduce 
oil imports. Obviously, this is a common goal for the countries in the 
Western Hemisphere. 


We have much to learn from the development of alcohol in Brazil. You have 
advanced in extremely forceful fashion. The alcohol program is functioning 
and its goals are ambitious. The United States has cooperated in the areas 
of research and development with other industrialized countries. But in 
truth, we should be cooperating with all of the countries in the Western 
Hemisphere, because the whole world has the same problem. Brazil is in a 
stage of industrialization different from that in the United States, but 

we have much to learn. It is obvious that the policy of our government 

is to seek cooperation. In fact, I have brought specific proposals on this 
trip of mine. It is also very clear, due to the differing natures of our 
countries in terms of natural resources, that we will have diverse problems 
in the future. Brazilian coal resources differ from ours. In some cases, 
we will advance in parallel fashion, and in others we will follow different 
directions. For example, in talking with PETROBRAS [Brazilian Petroleum 
Corporation] experts yesterday, I mentioned that we are engaged in research 
on heating with microwaves, in connection with schist exploitation. Perhaps 
something can be done in this direction, even though currently there is no 
major exploitation of schist in Brazil. However the resources are enormous. 
If we examine the whole spectrum of technology which can be developed, the 
potential for cooperation is enormous, and I believe we are just at the 
beginning. 
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Meyer: Cooperation in research leaves much to be desired. There are many 
sectors in which this cooperation could be more intensive, Even with the 
alcoho! problem, cooperation in the field of research could be extremely 
important, because the United States has an extremely important program 

for gasohol. This program uses techniques and methods entirely different 
from ours. Thus the United States could learn from us, and we too have much 
to learn from them. But as far as | know, there are no very clear mechan- 
isms through which this cooperation in the research field can really come 
about. 


Another more long-term field is that of solar energy, which will not come 
under this government or the next, but will be established in 10 or 15 years 
or by the year 2000. Research in this field is essential. Finally, and 
perhaps here I am blundering, there is the nuclear sector. Nuclear energy 
too can, in the case of Brazil, be regarded as an alternative energy source. 
We have the agreement with Germany, and this is not the place to discuss 

the pros and cons of this agreement, but I mean that we have a very special 
nuclear position. 


For example, we have relatively little uranium, but a great deal of 
thorium. Then there is a great deal of development remaining to be 
achleved in the research field in order to make our thorium viable and 
transform Brazil into a nuclear nation by the year 2000 or 2010, when it 
will be necessary to cooperate not only with Argentina, as already exists 
in a very incipient fashion, but also with other countries in America, 
which is highly desirable. We must work to ensure that the proper 
mechanisms are found to make this cooperation possible and viable. 


O ESTADO: What would the path toward integration be? Through bilateral 
agreements or the international organizations? 


Penna: On the basis of my experience in international contacts in govern- 
ment, and within a practical and more short-term view, it seems to me that 
bilateral agreements are speedier and more efficient than multilateral 
contracts and complex organizations. However, this does not mean that 
there should not be bodies for overall coordination. Just now precisely 

we are seeking to establish some bilateral agreements with Argentina, 
Mexico and the United States Professor Frieman, who is involved in this, 
says that the results are more rapid since it involves countries at various 
ditferent stages, with different economies and diverse cultural phases. 

But obviously, I think that the world trend today is toward the formation 
of continental or semi-continental blocs. The American nations need to be 
more united. 1 have no doubt that, whether it is for reasons of culture, 
proximity or the economy, or to reduce vulnerability, the Brazilian govern- 
ment is actively seeking to move closer to the rest of America. This is a 
clear decision of the Figueiredo government, and the president intends to 
pursue this with determination. This is one of his obsessions. I can bear 
witness to that. 





Frieman: Where research ie concerned, | agree with the @inieter. Silateral 
agreements are quicker and more appropriate. For working on a bilateral 
basie, we will be in a position to underetand Brazilian probleme speedily, 
and vice versa, We can exchange information and obtain rapid results. But 
in the eolution of the more immediate energy problems, bilateral agreements 
make @uch more sense, It ie much easier to reach common viewpoints, to 
decide who does what, in terme of research, and to obtain results. 


The United States Department of Energy ie spending $6 or 7 billion on all 
energy research programs, The expenditures on solar energy research are 
the double of thie. We define solar energy in rather broad fashion, to in- 
clude hydroelectric energy, biomass, wind energy and other sources. It 
seems to ue that thie type of energy has the disadvantage of requiring high 
initial investments. 


0 ESTADO: Energy cooperation in South America has been difficult. And 
when the United States is involved, the problem becomes worse, because in 
terms of ofl, there are Mexico and Venezuela, almost separating that 
country from the South American market. Did the 1979 crisis alter this 
picture, creating better conditions for agreement among the American 
nations? 


Penna: 1 too have the same concern, and for this very reason. Before 
speaking of integration, we propose to be more modest. I will use the 

term cooperation, because we must take progressive steps. Moreover, we 
cannot, after a crisis, make extrapolations based on the past. in other 
words, projections based on trends observed in the past do not remain valid 
when a crisie or a change in the curve of development occurs. 


From what I know of the world energy economy today, it seems to me that 
for the nations to seek to cooperate is a matter of necessity. It is 
almost a question of survival. It seems to me that the governments of the 
countries I have visited recently--Venezuela and Argentina (and I have 
been in constant touch with Paraguay and Chile)--aleo follow the same line 
of reasoning. There is a new need, a new world born after the crisis. 

the world te different, Brazil is different. Society must understand 
this. 


Also in recent years, a relative distance has developed between the United 
States and Brazil, which were previously closer. There has obviously 

been in recent years a cooling of relations, and ‘t seems now that the two 
governments are concerned about this and want to strengthen these relations 
again. 


O ESTADO: Where nuclear energy is concerned, Dr Frieman, do you believe 
that the existence of an agreement with Germany can be to some extent a 
hindrance to closer relations iff the technical realm between Brazil and 
the United States? 
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frieman: The nuclear agreement with Germany will not hinder our relations, 
in addition, the Three Mile leland accident opened the eyes of many people 
in the world to the probleme of nuclear safety. There ia great coneern in 
thie area in the United States, and we are apending increasing resources 
on investigation of the situation both in the public and private sectors, 

| am certain that these problems are common throughout the world, in all 
the places I have visited, this question comes up, and I do not see why we 
cannot cooperate in this field with Brazil, even in view of the existence 
of an agreement with Germany. We must learn to live with this technology 
and to control it, 


0 ESTADO; Is there cooperation between the scientific communities? 


Meyer: On an individual basis, without a doubt, there is no problem. From 
the institutional viewpoint, there is very little, less than would be 
desirable, But | would Like to present an idea to the minister about 
cooperation with regard to alcohol. Would it not be more intelligent, for 
brazil and the other American countries, if we exported surplus alcohol? 

As a barrel of alcohol costs more than a barrel of oil, we could with this 
money purchase a barrel of oil and still have a little profit. Is this 

not possible?’ 


O ESTADO: We would add two points: First, this would help to resolve the 
problem of the other ofl products, because alcohol does not replace them, 
and we could set up a scheme for the import of oil products, including 
gasoline. Secondly, to what extent is the eagerness of the automobile 
industry for growth, in an effort to safeguard its image with oil consumers, 
hindering an agreement of this sort and forcing intensive, ever-greater, 

and improper or uneconomical use of alcohol? 


Penna: There is a great desire in Brasilia today to develop alcohol 
technology, to stress the search for greater efficiency for engines using 
alone, so that they will have an equal or better performance than alcohol 
in a 20-percent mixture. 


There is still a great margin for increasing the yield of alcohol for 
engines using alcohol exclusively. In a year we have progressed from an 
average cost of 25 percent more than gasoline to about 12 percent today 
in a controllable fleet. The theoretical limit is 4.5 percent more. If 
we reach about 10 percent, then hydrated alcohol will have practically 
the same yield as the 20-percent mixture. This is a rather interesting 
point. 


We are still then in a stage of technological development which may resolve 
the problem in terms, let us say, of a closed economy. But as this re- 
search progresses, there is already now an effort to reach agreements 

with neighboring countries with a view to a compromise. 





We are already exporting alcohol today to some neighboring countries which 
are beginning experimentea with a mixture, Both patha are being pursued, 
with greater streaa on the search for technological improvement of the 
alcohol-burning engine, because thie is a technology Brazil ia seeking 
along with the multinational companies working here. 


There te great complexity in the phenomenon, moreover, when oil is considered 
as a whole, 


Alcohol replaces gasoline and as 4 result puts refining out of balance. 
Thus there is a broader complexity when we include fuel oil, diesel oil, 
naphtha and liquefied gas. Currently we are dealing with the problem of 
replacing gasoline with alcohol, We now have made the substitution for 
18 percent. We want to reach 33 percent. However, we have already begun 
to encounter difficulties, since the problem of coal to replace fuel oil 
is tied in. 


We are exporting alcohol at $62 per barrel on an average, i.e. alcohol 
costs more than oil, for mixture or for technological research. Alcohol 
truly does cost more than oil. It is important for us to know this. 

Where the program for vegetable oils to replace diesel oil is concerned, 
for ite part, we are well advanced, The government hopes to be able to 
announce a broad program for the substitution of vegetable oils for diesel 
oil shortly. 


But the problem is the oil complex overall, what type of oil is bought, 
because there is oil which yields more diesel fuel and that which yields 
more gasoline. Now, for example, we are purchasing heavier oils which 
have a lesser percentage of gasoline from Venezuela. As a result, they 
serve Brazil's purpose. The problem then must be seen as a whole. But 
your position is rather interesting and entirely correct. This may be one 
of the paths which will be pursued. 


The Various Advantages of Alcohol 


O ESTADO: To repeat our question, is the automobile industry pushing 
alcohol consumption? 


Penna: it does not seem to me that it is exactly pushing where alcohol is 
concerned. We have been criticized for producing alcohol to replace 
gasoline in passenger vehicles when we should be concerned with trucks 
which carry goods. The criticism is a little hasty, because alcohol is a 
light fuel which lends itself to substitution for another light fuel, 
gasoline. In other words, technically it is suited for a gasoline-burning 
engine. There was no elitism in this, then, but a natural technical 
requirement. 


| believe then that the program which is not economical today in strict 
terms, because alcohol still costs more than oil, does however represent 
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-irat of all a reduction in national vulnerability, and secondly the 
development of a technology. Third, this is a means of creating jobs and 
utilizing the inatalled industrial capacity of the country. And finally, 
it is 4 program which will inevitably make other programs necessary. Thus 
it ie not an clictiat program in any way. It is already economic, because 
the reduction in vulnerability, taken together with other aspects, offsets 
the additional cost in excess of that of oil, and I am not taking into 
account what the real dollar rate for conversion and comparison is. 


UO ESTADO: How much is this additional cost? 


Penna: Well, we are buying of] today at let us say $32. For gasoline 
from oll, one must add $8 or $10 for refining. Gasoline then costs 
something over $40 a barrel, and alcohol comes to about 20 percent more, 
at the current rate. It remains to be seen if this is a difference in 
rate of exchange or if it is additional cost, and what the proper rate for 
comparison is. 


As | am convinced that oil will continue to go up in real cost in the years 
to come (1 have just come from the Middle East) and the supply will be 
limited, this means then that very shortly, even with the official ex- 
change rate, let us say, that alcohol will be competitive in economic 
terms. ;, 


The program then is one of developing technology as well and seeking economy. 
As we have increased the efficiency of the engine, we have already gained 

5 or 10 percent more, and we are fully persuaded that technological, 
agricultural and industrial development in alcohol production will make 

it possible to lower the real cost of production. There are various 
technological possibilities for reducing the production cost of alcohol. 

We are already pursuing some of them. 


O ESTADO: I would like to ask Professor Frieman a question. Brazil is 
one of the large countries which has bituminous schist. The United States 
has made great progress in the use of bituminous schist. Would it be 
possible, providing that PETROBRAS relinquishes its process, that we can 
utilize this research? 


Frieman: There are various research projects being pursued with bituminous 
schist. Oil companies have also made their own economic studies, and they 
show that the extraction of schist from the surface is competitive with 
the current price of oil. What they are asking from the American govern- 
ment is the concession of large areas to make research viable, and 

allow the building of large plants. If these areas are granted, they can 
produce 1 or 2 million barrels a day by about 1990 in the Colorado region 
alone, which is a rather substantial quantity. The studies ordered by 

the department of energy are available, I believe, but this is an area on 
which | have no specific proposal. We believe that this would not be a 
priority area for Brazil for the time being. But if there is interest on 
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the part of the Brazilian government, | would be happy to take this to 
Washington, 


O ESTADO: Your anawer suggests another problem, The fact is that the 
study done under the sponsorship of the American government is available, 
but there are other types of studies, private ones. This brings up the 
problem of the large companies, the multinational firms, in the field of 
cooperation. How would you view this, Mr Minister? 


Penna: Obviously, private businesses have the right to their studies, 
but they are business enterprises selling technology. In other words, it 
may even be easier in some cases to buy technology from a private business 
than to negotiate a political agreement between governments. Precisely 
when technology between different countries in the world is involved, 

we have found it easier in some cases to pay a private enterprise for 
technology than to negotiate a political agreement with a given country. 
This is a rather interesting fact. Private business sells technology 
normally, and I believe that the oil enterprises, if they have the proper 
technology available, in the case of Brazilian schist, would not hesitate 
to sell it, because this would entail an increase in oil, which is of 
interest to all of them, 


Moreover, just a few days ago I was talking with a PETROBRAS director, and 
he informed me that the enterprise is persuaded that it already has a 
technology, if not the best, the optimal one, at least one adequate for 
the exploitation of Brazilian schist. They very firmly believe that at a 
rate of return of 8 percent per year on the investment, it would be pos- 
sible to produce oil from Brazilian schist at about $40 per barrel, i.e. 
$8 more than in the United States. 


O ESTADO: But with the advantage that these $40 would be in cruzeiros. 


Penna: Yet another interesting fact. With a return of less than 3} percent 
a year, this cost would drop to $30. 


As Brazil is now having extreme difficulty in obtaining foreign savings 

for investment, it will perhaps prefer to buy oil at $30 than to invest 
heavily, for lack of investment resources. From the point of view of oil 
exclusively, PETROBRAS is persuaded that with a low rate of return, it is 
possible to produce oil from its schist today on an international level. 
The value of the money remains to be seen. This is the crucial point, the 
value of Brazilian currency today. There is a great shortage of resources. 


O ESTADO: Is it a question of appropriate cost? 


Penna: Exactly. I might also note that the exploitation of schist involves 
very serious ecological difficulties. 





Meyer! Perhaps, to venture into the political field a little, cooperation 
might have advantages beyond the tmmediate economic ones. Brazil might in 
the future export electrical energy on condition that it has the money to 
invest in power plants, Naturally, einee it does not have, it ia not doing 
that, Hot Bragtl can export electrical energy, either in the form of 
aluminum, or in the form of enriched urantum, or in the form of ammonia, 
all possibilities requiring the use of electrical energy very intensively, 
while the final product is a solid one which can readily be tranaported 
even by plane, and exported very advantageously. 


0 ESTADO: I have a question about a somewhat apocalyptic view of the 
energy problem. [tt is said that one of the dilemmas at the end of this 
century will be the choice between producing foodatuffe or producing energy, 
since with the oil crisis, energy production is shifting to agriculture, 

and agriculture, having to produce raw materiale for energy, will produce 
leas food. tse thie true or is it an exaggerated view? I would like to 
hear what three specialists have to say. 


Meyer: It is very difficult to say. The extent of the arable land 
available in the world is very limited. In reality, while there is one 
person in the world suffering from hunger, we must think very seriously of 
that single person. He may not be Brazilian, although there are Brazilians 
suffering from hunger. But the use of these lands to produce energy is 
truly a very serious problem. 


A second thing which is also very serious is that as the land is limited, 
the cost of food will increase. Then there is a truly very serious 
problem. I do not know the answer, except that I have great concern about 
the future. 


Frieman: This is a problem which has received great attention in the 
United States. A congressional report which has just been released 
estimates that, for the United States at least, when alcohol production 
exceeds 2 billion gallons per year (8 billion liters), there will be an 
increase of $1 in food prices per gallon of alcohol produced. 


Therefore, since Brazil has a goal of 10.7 billion liters, we in the United 
States are in a position to increase the volume produced without facing 
this apocalyptic problem of the energy-food dilemma. Truly, this is a 
very serious problem which has led to an intensive debate. 


O ESTADO: In conclusion, let us give the floor to our minister, because 
we must respect the governmental obligation. 


Penna: Prophets of catastrophe and utopians--both schools will always 
exist. Catastrophic predictions have been a frequent occurrence in the 
world. This is not the first time it has happened. In general, | would 
like to be a little more optimistic. 
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On the other hand, it is always necessary to remember that the energy 
problem is not the oil problem, Energy covers much more than oil, much 
more. A large part of the energy in the world is electrical, coming in 

the ease of Brazil mainly from hydraulic energy, and the world is moving 
toward nuclear programa, either fiseton or fusion, later. Thus in terme 

of one or two generations, then, there will be no great electrical energy 
problem in the world, The problem is oil energy, which is the type nec- 
essary today for transportation, basically, because heating by oil can also 
be done by electrical energy as well. 


| would note also that the increase in alcohol production in Brazil does 
not involve, for the most part, the use of new land. It involves an in- 
crease in the productivity of land already planted to sugarcane, either 

by means of fertilizer or irrigation. It is vertical growth, away from the 
land. This also is a case frequently forgotten. 


The picture is not as disastrous as one might think. But I come to a final 
point which, | would say, is a political and technological experiment of 
the greatest importance. I would even venture to say that it may serve as 
an example for the United States. It involves the problem of price 
policy, i.e., as a given item becomes scarcer and its cost becomes very 
high, it is necessary to pursue a price policy which signals the consumer 
to change habits. The Brazilian price policy heavily burdens oil products 
with additional taxes and they, in turn, are used to develop oil substitutes, 
thus reducing consumption and creating alternative sources. It is a very 
successful policy we are pursuing in Brazil, firmly and progressively, and 
it does not lead to inflation (inflation in Brazil has causes other than 
this). 


just @ month or two ago, a great leader of a great Arab country told me 
that he is supplying oil at $30 in order to cooperate with the world, 
because they feel there that the oil is worth much more, worth $100,000 
per barrel, because it cannot be replaced. 


Thus they plan to continue firmly in escalating oil price increases. It 
seems to me, for example, that the United States has a very timid price 
policy. It is encountering great difficulty in the Congress in obtaining 
an adequate price policy to reduce consumption, and if the United States 
fails to resolve this problem, it will do no good for the rest of the 
world to try to resolve it, because the United States accounts for 

50 percent of the world total. 


[tf the United States cannot really develop an oil products conservation 
policy, efforts elsewhere in the world will be useless.

‘OCLAE' SEES INCREASE LN STUDENT OPPOSITION MOVEMENT

[Text] In Chile 1979 has een a year of considerable progress for the 
strugele of the anti-fascist masses. The come back of the popular 
movement, which can be seen on all fronts, takes on special meaning in 
the youth front. 


Different sources provide information on the development of youth 
activities in trade unions and federations which have large concentra- 
tions of young fighters. In this context the creation of CODEJU 
/Commission to Defend the Rights of Youths/ and the support it has 
received at all levels of opposition youth activities represents an 
important victory in the struggle to reestablish democracy. 


The political groups united in the UPJ /Popular Unity Youth/ show signs 
of great activity. Through such diverse actions and initiatives it 
seeks to integrate large sectors of the Chilean youth into the organized 
resistance against the dictatorship. 


Cultural activities in their diverse forms have served increasingly to 
channel the expression of the youths’ antifascist libertarian feelings. 
Sports, neighborhood or church groups have provided adequate levels of 
communication and for broadcasting the general discontent of the young 
workers, peasants, students and settlement members. 


The aspirations of the Chilean youth are common to those of other sectors 
of the population and they are indissolubly linked to the national 
struggle to overthrow the military dictatorship. 


From among the diverse social classes and groups which make up the youth 
sector, the students play a prominent role. The special common interest 
and the characteristics themselves of the students’ activities have 
traditionally given this movement, especially the university student 
movement, a primary role in national politics. 
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[he purpose of this paper is to review the most relevant aspects of the 

present structure of the universities in Chile, their dependence on the 

woverning Clique and the course the student struggle has taken since the 
time of the military coup to the present. 


Militarieom at the Universities 


For over 6 year, in other words since the fascist coup, all Chilean 
universities | been intervened by the military government. 
As a direct res lt of the government's economic policy and the repressive 


nature of the national security doctrine, the dictatorship has attempted 
to impose an official ideology that will legalize and justify totali- 
tarianism and exploitation. To accomplish this and, in addition, to 
eliminate the democratic elements that have traditionally been present 
in the educational system, it was proposed that a new "renovated" 
educational system be created to disseminate and reproduce the official 
ideology. 


Within this framework an effort has been made, by intervention, to 
deprive the universities of their autonomy to generate and discuss ideas. 
A siugle ideology and the technocratic training of professionals who 

will be incorporated into the economic model supported by the government 
has been introduced in its place. 


From the moment the rector-delegates, all militery officers, are appointed 
measures to gain complete control of university activities go into effect. 
Democratic students and teachers are persecuted and expelled, prominent 
researchers are victims of this "inquisition" against pluralism and 
creativity. 


This intervention and the subsequent repression provide the material basis 
for the dictatorship to begin the profound changes which were necessary to 
put into practice a concept that was aristocratic, militarist and economic 


in nature and ideologically had nothing to do with the concept of a , 
university. 


This is how a university living style that parallels that of a military 
institution is implemented. The vertical organizational structure places 
the students at the lowest point of a pyramid which has the rector- 
delegate at its highest point autocratically directing teacher and student 
activities and administering the university. 


Efforts to impose military discipline in keeping with their concept of 
national security and to control outbreaks of dissidence, lead military 
authorities to introduce an organized system of informants, institution- 
alize denunciation and place special agents at the universities. 
Militarization converts the universities into just another link in a 
system of fascist political-military decisionmaking. All elements are 
linked by a vertical organizational structure and are submissive to 
Pinochet's government. 
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fhe baitial persecution of supporters of Salvador Allende's government 

was expanded later Lo include actions, based on economic considerations, 
to stabllige the model. The policy of having self-financing uni- 
versities has a two-fold purposet to lower public spending and allow 
only those students to remain who are from middle and high-income families 
thereby excluding students from low-income families. The bourgeoisie has 
always aspired to an elitist, aristocratic and antipopular university. 


From the viewpoint of the quality of the education that is being provided, 
there Ls inadequate tunding, a serious shortage of teachers (in addition 
to those who have been expelled, many have emigrated for political and 
economic reasons) and courses are designed to turn out aseptic 
technocrats who can easily adapt to the political and economic model of 
the ruling junta. 


Ettorts are also being made to strengthen those political groups that 
support the military government by giving them representation of the 
entire student body and assigning them the task of building a new 
student movement that is supportive of fascism. 


Resurgence of the Opposition Student Movement 


However, the student movement which has been growing within the univer- 
sities has not been the one backed by sectarian and fanatical minorities. 
The powerful appeal for reiorms, the broad support which this struggle 
has among students, teachers and administrators has provided the basis 
for unity of action by democratic university sectors and the resurgence of 
an opposition student movement which more and more forcefully protests 
this retrograde model of a university. 


The Chilean student movement has a long history of fighting to regain a 
university that is in tune with the nation's progress. 


Since the beginning of this century the opinions of university groups 
have had a growing influence on national politics. Important aspects of 
this development are, for example, the formation of, national student 
federations and, in particular, the university process of reform begun 
at the end of the decade of the 70's. 


The movement tor university reform grew out of the objective need to 
replace the old model of academic confinement, which is elitist and alien 
to our national way of life, with a dynamic, democratic, participatory 


concept that has direct ties to the rest of the nation and is ideologically 
pluralistic. 


The same sectors which promoted and actively participated in the reform 


movement today are in conflict with the fascist university because it is 
a threat to all the gains and aspirations of long years of struggle. 
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A teatuce of the student struggles has been its historic unity with the 
labor sector in its permanent struggle against capitalism. 


For the Chilean lett the unity of action between the workers and the 
students has also been one of the pillars of its political plattorm. The 
students themselves have expressed on more than one occasion the wish of 
the majority ‘o join with the Chilean workers in their quest for social 
progress. 


The strugele for a democratic and pluralistic university and the support 
for the cause of the workers are the most significant elements of the 
student movement. For this reason, the efforts of the military govern- 
ment to build an aristocratic, antidemocratic university under surveillance 
as part of a system designed to repress the people and the workers are 
facing the resurgence of a powerful student movement that has inherited 

the richest democratic and combative traditions of our recent past. It 

is a student movement which is rising out of the ashes, which is being 
reborn after being attacked by tyranny. 


One of the first steps taken by the military regime was to do away with 
the student centers and federations throughout the nation. Many leaders 
were jailed, persecuted and even murdered. Large numbers of democratic 
students were expelled or suspended for long periods. Never in Chile's 
history have the universities been so savagely assaulted nor the students 
so brutally repressed. 


This phase ot profound revival of student activism provoked by military 
intervention is being gradually replaced as the political organizations 
of the Chilean youth regain more basic levels of operation. 


in 1976, as a result of the discussions over the bill providing for 
self-financed universities and the regulations concerning the payment of 
tuition, it was possible to express opposing views which gradually became 
the basis for a broader criticism of the fascist model. As of 1977 
different sectors, the leftist parties, the Christian Democrats, and even 
the Catholic Chureh through the University Ministry Vicariate, made public 
statements expressing their concern for the situation at the universities, 
denouncing the criminal acts committed there and proposing alternatives 

to the official model. These ideas have not been incorporated by the 
student community. However, they provide a new frame of reference for the 
protests arising from measures imposed by the authorities. 


The dictatorship's approval of the statutes for student federations and 
centers at the University of Chile and the creation of autonomous and 
independent federations at each school at the University of Chile opens 
the way for broader discussions of the shortcomings of the statute, the 
selection of officers and the nature of the student organizations. 
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The Rise of Student Strugples 


In early 1979 opposition groups with ties to the UPJ and sectors of the 
JDC /Christian Democratic Youth/ promoted a student platform whose effects 
were Visible throughout the year and which marked the beginning of a 

surge in the student struggles. 


A milestone was reached with the election of student leaders at the 
University of Chile in April of last year. Despite adverse conditions, 
the absence of candidates, debates and discussion of goals, the opposition 
won 60 percent of the elected posts. Independents won 12 percent of the 
posts and the supporters of an intervened university won only 28 percent. 


This majority rejection of the official line unquestionably was a surprise 
for officials. Absolute control of information, the expected influence of 
student leaders chosen by the powers that be and the effects of the terror 
that was unleashed gave the authorities confidence that they would win. 

It was to have been a time for the students to legalize the dictatorship's 
guidelines for student organization. 


The tailure of Pinochet's university policy, despite all the irregularities 
in the April elections, indicates the acceptance by the new generation of 
students of democratic dialog, the free exchange of ideas and it represents 
a categorical rejection of the fascist model. At the same time, the 


legality and the authority of the FECECh, created by the military rector, 
are in serious question. 


Theoretically, the delegates elected in April could at the end of 1980 
elect FECECh's new officers who would take office in 1981. The prospect 
of an opposition student leadership concerns the Pinochet regime. It is 
very likely that trickery will be used to interrupt this process and the 
legitimate student leaders will be reprimanded.* 


Not less significant has been the series of events which followed the 
action taken by the people on 1 May 1979 in which the students took part. 
At that time a large number of students and workers were violently 
repressed. This incident gave rise to different demonstrations of 
protest and solidarity. 


The most significant incident occurred at the Catholic University's 
School of Theology when 122 students were expelled for expressing their 
solidarity with the jailed students. The chain reaction of solidarity 





“an unmistakable sign of the government's intention not to respect 
the will of the student sector was the suspension of elections, which the 
government hoped to manipulate, at the University of the North. The 
basis tor this decision rests on the rise of a broad united movement which 
threatened to win important seats on the student courts. The fascists 
did not wish to face a new defeat on the university front. 
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which tollowed, the difterent Kinds of demonstrations, public acts, 
fasting and strikes, heated debates and lighting meetings in the patios 
of the different schools are new elements in this revival process of 
university activism. The university debate goes beyond the classroom 
walls and becomes a problem of national interest, a factor which has 
further polarized the democratic people and the fascist government. 


The model for controlling university activity in an autocratic and 
repressive manner is in crisis during the second half of the year. 


The response of the opposition students has acquired very basic conno- 
tations which are expressed by the rise of independent student centers 
in support of representatives elected by the rank and file or of parallel 
centers in those schools where the centers are controlled by government 
Supporters. 


The rise in the struggle for university autonomy, for a democratic and 
pluralist university and the growing force of the emerging student 
movement have further sharpened the contradictions in the government's 
policy on education and university matters. 


The supporters of keeping the universities under intervention, under the 
direction of rectors-delegates, and of non-participation by the rank and 
file in the decisionmaking process-~the status quo backers--have had to 
face criticism from the ranks of government supporters calling for 
adjustments in the fascist model to bring it in tune with the new reality. 


The replacement in December of Gonzalo Vial (minister of education), who 
seemed *o be the primary spokesman for the faction supporting adjustments, 
appears to underscore Pinochet's determination to keep the situation at 
the universities as it is and allow only minor changes. 


The growth of the student movement, which is still weak, has opened a new 
front for the struggle of the masses against the dictatorship. The 
movement gains strength in direct relation to increased efforts to organize 
and coordinate democratic youth organizations and by the search for 
original ways to arouse the entire student community and infuse it with 
the idea of unity which is the alternative supported by the Chilean left. 


The emerging student movement has had to resist the combined repression of 
educational authorities and the repressive organs of the state. These 
are tests of fire which will result in a grewing awareness by the 
university students and the recovery of the student movement for the 
democratic, antidictatorial struggle. 


The basic problem has been identified. The choice is between a pluralist 
university at the service of the democratic and progressive community or 
the fascist model. The student movement and the political forces which 
guide it have an enormous, unified and creative responsibility of convert- 
ing, the students into a force capable of realizing academic aspirations and 
Claims as well as continuing the historical path of unity and compromise 
with the struggle of the workers.

NICARAGUAN PAPER INIERVLEWS CHRISTIAN LEFT LEADER

the Christian Left/foreign affairs department and former Santiago deputy 
from 1965 until the 1973 coup, on Sunday attended the dedication of the 
first section of the Salvador Allende Playing Fields. The Salvador 
Allende Sports Fields are being built in the northeast section of the 
capital from Kilometer 84 along the Pedro Joaquin Chamorro Highway, 
extending eleven blocks to the lake and two blocks towards the instant 
coffee plant. 


Maira Aguirre currently heads the CIDE {Economic Research and Teaching 
Center/ in Mexico, a research project on U.S.-Latin American relations. 


In response to questions from the EL NUEVO DIARIO reporter, Maira 
Aguirre said that he was in Nicaragua because he has been very interested 
for a long time in coming here. He said that “the heart of the Latin 
American political process is being formed here." 


No political analyst, no social scientist, no militant can remain aloof 
from the importance of knowing our process and dealing with our leaders. 


The OIC has also given him the task of studying this process, contacting 
as Many people as possible and obtaining the experiences, lessons and 
testimony it has to offer. “We will not copy anything because imitations 
are not good. Instead, we will consider all the good aspects of the 
fight against Somoza as lessons," the visitor said. 


As director of the research project m U.S.-Latin American relations, he 
intends personally to study the development of the process. 


In addition to the posts we mentioned earlier, Maira Aguirre also served 
as president in 1963 of the Student Federation of Chile and he was a 
major supporter of the unity of the Chilean left. He is a political 
exile in Mexico whom the Chilean military junta has forbidden to return 
to Chile.

CARTER'S LATIN AMERICA POLICIES CRITICIZED

[Text] The Latin American countries are lacking an international policy. 
They lost the unity required for such a policy a long time ago. The ties 
to the past, the racial affinity, the common language and, if you will, 
the Latin temperament, no longer suffice to convert a sentimental brother- 
hood into a true allignce capable of maintaining a universally accepted 
position. 


This lack of solidarity can be constantly observed in the most deplorable 
ways. The foremost example is the negligible importance of our central 
organization, the OAS, which has become heterogeneous with the inclusion 
of certain countries which honor a different tradition, racial as well 

as cultural and political, and of other small republics which do not 
deserve to be included. Because of the wide variations in the political 
systems the OAS has not achieved sufficient stature to be able to act 

as a disciplinary judicial organization. The diversity of views expressed 
in the OAS with regard to the value of democracy and its significance 
discriminates against all governments no matter what their philosophical 
bent, and the organization cannot bring together more than two countries 
on any proposition. This has been the reason why nothing practical can 
be expected from that organization. It is little more than a forum where 
the most exalted occupy the speaker's platform most of the time, while 
conflicts are created and even resolved without the OAS showing any 
decisionmaking capability. 


The Latin American countries play a servile role in the conglomerates 
of nations which are formed here and there among the proletarianized 
nations of the world: the North-South dialogue, the Third World, the 
nonalined nations. Their presence is unimportant and they are not 
identified with any specific outlook. 


We Colombians have had the hope of turning the Andean Pact into a sort 


of political alliance. But this has not been an official decision made 
after due consultation. Instead, it has been a more or less unpopular 
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uidertaking which made ite deplorable debut in the unfortunate intervention 
in Nicaragua, At the present time it is an unknown quantity and has no 
specitic objectives, 


Colombla has a coherent and steadfast international policy in everything 
related to its sovereignty, to the guarding of its borders and to its 
rights to the sea and to the continental shelf, It must be recognized 
that our foreign Ministry has been vigilant, has been timely and energetic 
when called for, and tolerant when it has been necessary to preserve 
cordtality with our neighbors. 


But beyond that there is no policy, as for example on the serious and 
complex political problem of Central America and the Caribbean, Things 
are happening there which could affect our institutional stability, our 
future trade relations and even our sovereignty. And we remain dumb- 
founded, taking of course no direct action--which would be unimaginable-- 
and not even searching for some form of rule of law and of American 
solidarity with regard to certain bloody conflicts and certain coups 
d'etat which create unlawful or anarchic situations which, far from 
constituting isolated incidents, set in motion a chain of contaminating 
clreumstances., 


‘his Lack of policy is not the fault of our Foreign Ministry. The problem 
is that there is a reluctance to attribute a continent-wide character 
to this phenomenon of decomposition. 


The most disturbing factor has been the sluggish performance of the 
United States, which is always uninformed, lacking in judgment, wavering 
in its attitudes, and shamefaced in its decisions. At the end of every 
incident there {ts left behind a stream of lost opportunities, a painful 
trail of institutional corpses. 


At the same time the Latin countries of our America have no recent 
experience of solidarity which would allow them to call for joint action 
in order to at least set some goals. This lack of unity in action, which 
has become the established way of doing things, would have El Salvador 
bleed itself down to its Last drop of blood so that nobody would really 
suffer defeat. 


History will consider President Carter's government as one of the most 
costly for democracy. This good man has transmitted his undisguisable 
mediocrity to the entire international mechanism of the United States. 
the Department of State is an unreliable agency which has lost its char- 
acter. There are people "infiltrated" from the left prowling about as 
well as people from the center. Every one there is doing his own thing, 
without there being unity of command, not to mention unity of outlook. 


What is happening in Central America is better understood in the Foreign 
Office in London or in the Chancellor's Office in Bonn than in the 
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corridors of Washington where people speak in hushed tones, because no 
one there can count on solidarity with his neighbor, 


ihe Reagan alternative may not be too sparkling. Not much is known 

about his views on Latin America, but everyone is contident about his 
already proven ability to take advice effectively, Perhaps peace in 
Central America and the possibility of ite reorganizing itself politically 
in such @ manner that democracy and order are preserved depends on the 
aging Republican's success in getting elected. What appears to be certain 
is that Mr Carter's Lack of judgement, extended for another 4-year 

term, would create more problems for us than could be jointly solved 

by the rest of the countries of the hemisphere if they finally came to 

in agreement.

However, 
despite the enormous losses incurred and the violation of the true spirit 
of a lawful state which we profess, the time which has elapsed also shows 
that the government officials made an honest effort to find means of 
settlement and conciliation in the labor conflict. 


In more than a month of striking it came to light, without dissimulation or 
subterfuge, that the intentions of the small union group were not to find 
solutions but to provoke our democracy and to make it less stable. 


When the Compania Bananera, through the mediation of the Ministry of Labor, 
gave atfirmative suswers in order to resolve some of the questions raised, 
the Red unions replied with more allegations and greater confusion, thus 
closing the paths of understanding and disrupting the people by appealing 
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to their distrust ce foreigners and alluding to an alleged stubbornness in 
not recognizing the emands made, 


The first order of business=-the banner--in a communist revolutionary process 
is to promote economic demands. The man who dwells on the possibility o! 
receiving more money tor his Labor is found to be more susceptible and 
flexible when the moment arrives to make him a part of the docile flock of 

Red sheep. Beginning with that fact, and without considering the difficulties 
of a nation submerged in crisis, events are snowballing for a rebe) lious and 
extremist minority and its ideological interests. 


Marx maintained that the condition of the "working class" would inevitably 
and gradually worsen until there would be a cataclysm which would destroy 
the “capitalist system." 


The tactics used in the banana sector reflect the Marxist principle. The 
intention is to bring the workers to the point of desperation so that they 
erupt Like a volcano and level everything in their path. It does not matter 
how much the country is harmed, for what is important to the submissive 
milksops is not tradition but betrayal. The Communist International is of 
sreater interest than Costa Rica's national democracy. 


Under these circumstances, Costa Rican public opinion is capable of 
distinguishing between the wolf in sheep's clothing and the bloody stigma 
of Red imperialism. For today's Marxist-Leninist fanatics, dying for 
Moscow is like death for certain members of medieval denominations who 
believed they were purifying themselves and would enter paradise if they 
died in the heat of battle. It is similar to the Japanese kamikazes of 
World War [l. To the death for their emperor! However, we all know that 
yesterday's and today's fanatics arrive at their state of delirium as the 
result of a form of indoctrination which enslaves and degrades them. After 
all, he who dies serves as a torch of freedom. 


the sordid and tragic plans of international communism could have made 
headway in Costa Rica if the institutional systems of our society had been 
unable to accept change. However, this was not the case, since the same 
institutional flexibility which had previously made it possible for private 
ownership rights to replace feudal rights served to achieve positive 
results to the extent that the conditions of the proletariat have constantly 
improved. 


in reality, the entire attitude of our society has changed in that respect. 
One of the most important discoveries in modern times is that mass pro- 
duction requires a people's market and, conversely, the people's market 
requires that the masses be able to purchase goods resulting from that 
mass production. 


This concept, so obvious that it now appears to be an axiom, has penetrated 
the thinking of the modern community as gradually and unobtrusively as that 
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of shortage penetrated its thinking in times past. Many eminent thinkers 
have expressed this clearly but no one as effectively as Gilbert Seldes in 

a single sentence which deserves being quoted: "The only luxury the wealthy 
cannot permit themselves is the poverty of the poor." 


in short, our democracy and development will never be based on poverty but 
on the participation of the entire community in the benefits of production, 


Freedom is an essential condition for achieving abundance and, in turn, 
abundance is an essential condition for achieving freedom. Freedom is 
possible only among equals and equality is possible only among individuals 
who have rid themselves of arbitrary social distinctions. Red activists want 
to tie the people's will to the wagon of totalitarianism through violent 
means. And violence is always the work of a few. Fear is promoted by a 
small group which destrovs and shouts vehemently. 


The decisive action taken by the National Guard to protect anyone wanting 
to work offers hope of relief for our democracy as well as a synthesis of 
our realities and an indication of the Costa Rican vital process. 


Faith in democracy guarantees every kind of accomplishment required to 
provide a better life tor Costa Ricans next year, for our children in the 
next century and for all humanity in the next millenium.

These campaigns have in truth been numerous, but having been pursued in

From the time of the signing of the agreement to eliminate illiteracy at 
the general conference of the UNESCO, during its 14th meeting in 1966, to 
the present, all of the countries have fully embraced the memorable goal, 
but if we evaluate the countries involved in the agreement, we find that 
instead of declining, illiteracy has increased in absolute figures world- 
wide. 


This problem ot eliminating illiteracy, which is basic and worldwide in 
scope,'' the UNESCO says, “affects all the member states, including those not 
tirectly affected by this scourge. To be persuaded of this it suffices to 
realize that the number of illiterates is increasing steadily, despite the 
fact that the rate of illiteracy has been reduced, and that the total may 
come to a billion persons before this century ends if the current trends 
continue." 


The UNESCO itself, at the recent international conference of ministers of 
education in Mexico in December of 1979, was able to cite frightening 
figures about the international literacy situation. These figures are so 
alarming that there was talk there of implementing a new main project, 
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some OF Lhe sulde | ines Of which might be taken trom an old densten, blur the 
recent contributions wade by other signatory nations which have been more 
or less helpful in this noble pedagogical task of cultural Liberation, 


And it is precisely here that we come in, It is here that the specif ls 
example of our national literacy crusade can be displayed to the world, it 
not as a perfect model at least as the effective result which a truly 
democratic revolution has achleved in 5 months of intensive work, 


Undertaking the task of rebuilding a country in ruins, the Sandinist revo 
lution realized that along with plans to reactivate the economy, the task of!

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MINISTER DISCUSSES PROBLEMS IN HEALTH SECTOR

|interview with Minister of Health Lea Guido; date and place not given | 


| Text | Miniater of Heair! Lea Suido granted the first press interview ahe 
has had since she took up her delicate task to EL NUEVO DIARIO. Health is 
a subjece of daily popula~ comment, and following the literacy cruaade, it 
is the goal given priority by the revolutionary government. The questions 
and answers were as tollows. 

’, A month after taking office as mit ter, hat do you think are the main 
problems your ministry faces in the h th sector? 





[Answer] This is the first public interview I have granted since | took 
over the ministry, and I would like to take this opportunity to address a 
message to the people, their mass organizations, the workers in the health 
sector, the administrative, paramedical, nursing, medical and maintenance 
personnel, all of us who work in the health sector. 


The problem of health is very complex, and it is necessary both for the 
workers in the health sec-or and for all of the people to be aware of the 
difficulties and to work arduously. in addition to money, initiative aid 
awareness on the part of the workers is needed, as is maturity on the part 
of the people in order to understand the difficulties we face. 


A month after having taken over the Ministry of Health, I think that with 
the help of the comrades working here I have been able to determine more or 
less some of the main basic problems in the health sector. 


We must recall that when the revolution triumphed, this ministry was in a 
situation of total destruction and incapacity, similar to that of our 
national economy. 


First of all this was because of what the Ministry of Health had been in the 
Somoza era. It was a sector managed by a Somoza gang with innumerabl« 
problems of corruption and inefficiency, and personnel battling for their 
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trade union interests, We found the premises in ruins, plundered, with a 
lack ef adequate medical attention and deficient hospital facilities. the) 
are really museums because of the type of equipment they had and still have, 
most of it denated and second-hand, with a whole series of antiquated brands, 
inadequate inatruments, and 24 facilities providing the people with health 
care in anarchic and chaotic fashion. There were 1/ local couneiia, | nation 
al eouneil, seectal security with ite ciinie and the Miniatry of Health with 
ite programs. tn other worde there was no integral national health care 
plan. Thue the firat titanic task awaited Dr Amador Kuhl and the health 
Mintietry team What there had been wae historic chaos and the revolution 
ereated the SNUS, 1 will give you some figures on the resources we have, 


There are 4,851 hospital beds, or 18 for every 10,000 inhabitants; 1,37) 
doctors, or 5,4 for every 10,000 inhabitants, and they are not all working 
in the SNUS, There are 605 nurses, or 2.3 per 10,000 inhabitants; 3,261 
nursing aides, or 12.58 per 10,000 inhabitants. These are distributed 
throughout the country unequally, and Managua has almost 60 percent of 
these resources, and aleo there is a high birth rate and a high rate of 
infant mortality as well in the country. 


With these limited resources, 1 belleve that we can say that good success 
has been achieved even with the poor medical facilities already noted. 


With all of the above there are problems in organization, planning, admin- 
istration, @aintenance o° equipment, lack of replacement parts, sometimes 
because they are not shippes aud in others because they have been dis- 
continued, and other program limitations. There has been no census survey 
to date. These are the great basic problems, and from these innumerable 
probleme of another kind develop, products of those already mentioned, apari 
from the external problems such as that of medicine supplies, which also 
depends on proper domestic distribution by the ministry, and by the inter- 
national companies, on whose part it can be said there has been a concealed 
boycott. In addition there are the difficulties which some bodies encounte: 
in obtaining the loans they need. Thus we must face all of these problems. 
Currently one of the first taske is to deal with the planning of the 
ministry, since the SNUS is developing, using ever-greater resources to 
brine health care to our people. This is something which is not achieved 
overnight, but it is necessary to establish the foundaticns. The SNUS is 
the goal. We need to build it and to do so we must overcome these problems. 
It is also necessary to establish priorities in service, to define policy, 
evaluation and control lines. 


2. Of all these problems, which most urgently require attention? 
\Anewer] The administrative problem is one of the most urgent, as is 


maintenance. The two are closely linked. The problems of planning and 
organization are also urgent. Currently, the steps to be .aken are:

There are individuals in the health sector, a minority, who do net identify 
with the interests of the people, who do not see that to build the SNUS 
sacrifice, dedication and tnittlative are necessary, that it ia necessary t:

hospital, once officially and the other without prior notice, and | have 
seen negative attitudes toward the people, by 4 minority, which shows that 
there are individuals trving to take advantage of the real difficultios 
encountered to slow the development of the SNUS. They even defend acta of 
corruption in order to create a political problem, and they put thels 
individual interesate above the individual interests of the people. As war 
said, it is obvious that there are still individuals with Somoza-era 
attitudes, individuals who do not understand that deapite the difficulties 
and limitations we have, concern for and relations with the people should 
not be dehumanized. This approach does not only mean collaboration with 
Somoza but is an attitude as well. 


The health worker gust be motivated by a profound love of the people. And 
really we have a laree number of workera, the majority of them, who do indeed 
understand that the SNUS serves the interests of our people and not indi 
vidual intereats, and in this cennection they support the measures and 
defend the conquests of the revolution.

Lines and delayed appointments cannot yet be eliminated overnight, with the 
objective material conditions available to us, We do indeed plan measures, 
such a8 for example broader publicity for Managua, Ly health areas, although 
thie will not entirely resolve the problem and we must alao realize that al! 
we are diacussing pertains to medical aid, to the recovery of health, but we 
must plan to prevent disease as well, and in thie connection we will plac 
atresa on preventive medicine, 


Within these probleme, we are contemplating a pian tor care of the workers, 
net only thove whe are ensured, For use the priority is the worker. For 
example the workers in the mines, some of whom are ensured and some not. we 
have to provide care for all of them, 


Ihe problem o: the Ineured worker pertains mainly to the Managua area, and 
currently we ave giving Managua priority to reapond to the general problem 
of aid, not only to the insured worker, but some practical measures for 
workere a8 4 whole. Moreover, if there ia to be effective service to the 
workere (in the future, the INSS must be expanded, where with the SNUS if has 
a capacity to serve and finance its services, 


As CO prescriptions, we want to say that there are doctors preacribing 
medicines with names and brands which are not on the basic list, and thus 
cannot be found in the pharmacies. Sometimes we have a problem with 
medicines which some pharmaceutical enterprises simply do not sell us, but 
there are alwaye medicines which can be substituted, although they come 
under different namee and thus the physicians should use the generic terms 
in their prescriptions. 


We must aleo admit that the distribution of the basic list to doctors by the 
Minietry of Wealth has been deficient. 


4. When will an effective health code, with all of the benefits this 
entails for public health in the country, be 4 reality in Nicaragua? 


|Anewer| The health code is one of the things which has been a concern of 
the Ministry of Health since last year.
